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Q&A: Carter talks about the suburbs 


President Jimmy Carter has fo- 


cused on global problems and domes- 
tic emergencies during his first 10 
weeks in office, but no forum has de- 
veloped for the new administration to 
comment on problems facing subur- 
ban America. 


The administration's attitude to- 


ward the suburbs and problems such 
as busing, airport noise, revenue shar- 
ing and mass transportation are of 
special interest to millions of persons 
who live on the fringes of the nation's 
urban areas. 


In response to an offer made during 


the presidential campaign, The Her- 
ald posed a series of questions to the 


President in an effort to pinpoint his 
positions on theseJssues. 


The Democratic party 
platform, 


which you and your staff played some 
role in developing, devoted little di- 
rect attention to the problems of the 
suburbs. What will be your plans to 
appeal to the nonurban or nonrural 
resident? 


Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment have: 
energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, in submitting his 
proposed two-year economic stimulus 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good 
economy and efficiency in the oper- 
ation of his own office, the President 
hopes to restore the faith of Ameri- 
cans in our government, thus boosting 
increased vitality in family life and 
bringing Americans behind a national 
energy policy that will require sacri- 
fices. 


Many suburbanites left the cities to 


avoid court-ordered government hous- 
ing programs and court-ordered bus- 
ing programs. You have said you fa- 
vored a voluntary approach on the 
busing issue, similar to the Atlanta 
school situation, but given the real in- 
dication that many people truly fear 
desegregation and apparently want to 
avoid it, what is your position on 
these two topics? Does the govern- 
ment, have a role, a social engineer- 
ing type responsibility, to get all types 
ot people together? 


The U.S. Supreme Coifrt has ruled 


on the busing issue; thereby, in effect 
making it the law of the land and no 
longer an issue to be decided upon by 


popular vote. The president favors a 
voluntary approach to the busing situ- 
ation, such as the one he helped or- 
ganize in Atlanta while serving as 
Governor of Georgia. President Car- 
ter recently said: "Court-ordered bus- 
ing is a proper constitutional tool, but 
it, should be used only as a last resort. 
There are other ways to achieve dese- 
gregation, and they should be used 
wherever possible. For example, the 
Justice 
Department 
will help by 


bringing biracial community groups 
together to sit down and try to work 
out a solution where necessary." 


On a more local note, the people 


who live around O'Hare International 


Airport are constantly bortiered by 
aircraft noise. What is your position 
on reducing aircraft noise? U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, whose district in- 
e l u d e s some communities near 
O'Hare, has introduced legislation 
which would allow local residents to 
establish a board to prepare regu- 
lations aimed at reducing aircraft 
noise. The majority of the boards 
would come from towns that border 
airports which do not have a pro- 
prietary interest in the facility. The 
regulations could be overturned for 
safety or economic reasons only by 
either the FAA or CAB. Do you favor

Grundberg, Kraybill win in Dist. 25 


Ruth Grundberg and Marlene Kray- 


bill 
emerged 
victorious Saturday 


from a field of five newcomers run- 
ning for the Arlington Heights Dist. 25 
Board of Education. 


In Wheeling Township Dist. 21, two 


candidates supported by the teachers' 
union were elected while two in- 
cumbents and a newcomer won in 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23. 


The High School Dist. 214 race was 


uncontested. 


WINNING THREE-YEAR terms on 


the Dist. 25 board, Grundberg re- 
ceived 1.337 votes and Kraybill got 
1,073 votes. 


Other contestants were Saunders 


Reinhard, with 848 votes; William 
Bradley, 356 votes; and Donna Ede- 
len, 173 votes. 


Nearly 2,000 votes cast ballots in 


Dist. 25 Saturday, compared to 1,200 
votes cast in the 1976 election. 


School officials said they believe 


Dist. 25 had a high turnout because 
many residents thought they would be 
able to vote on the unit school district 
issue in Elk Grove Township. Only 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 residents 
were eligible to vote in that referen- 
dum. 


Ms. Grundberg, 42, of 505 May fair 


Rd., Arlington Heights, said she was 
"overwhelmed'1 by the election re- 
sults. 


"It's something I've been wanting 


to do," she said. "I'm pleased I'll be 
able to serve on the board." 


"I THINK THE present board has 


been doing a fine job. I want to go on 
and continue that," Ms. Grundberg 
said. 


"The first matter of concern to the 


board now is the junior high closing," 
she said. "I'll be interested in getting 
community input into that decision on 
what junior high will be closed." 


Ms. Kraybill, 42, of 1100 N. Chest- 


nut, Arlington Heights, said she feels 
"absolutely great" after her vistory. 
"I'm really pleased so many people 
turned out," she said. 


Ms. Kraybiil credited her election 


triumph "to a!l the people who cam- 
paigned for me It was the people who 
did it." 


Ms. Grundberg and Reinhard were 


endorsed by the Difst. 25 General 
Caucus. Ms. Kraybill said, "I just 
want to work hard with the board as a 
total to see that we keep up the good 
quality of education in Dist. 25." 


Incumbents Joan Klussmann and 


Richard Soby did not run for reelec- 
tion Saturday 


TWO TEACHER-SUPPORTED can- 


didates were victorious over two other 
contestants in a race for the Wheeling 
Township Dist. 21 Board of Education. 


Xenophon Daniel Kafcas won 656 


votes and Stuart Weinstein received 
546 votes to defeat Herbert Stein, with 


480 votes and Linda Kurtzman, with 
282. 


All of the candidates were making 


their first bids for three-year terms 
on board. Incumbents Jeremiah Crise 
and Winfield Boyer did not seek re- 
election'in Saturday's election. 


Kafcas, 1103 S. Miller Ln., Buffalo 


Grove, and Weinstein, 3311 Carriage 
Way Dr., Arlington Heights, were 
backed by the Dist. 21 teachers' 
union. 


This is the second consecutive year 


t e a c h e r-endorsed candidates have 
been elected to the Dist. 21 board. In 
last year's race union-supported can- 
didates Linda Sprechman and Elaine 
Bond ousted two incumbents. 


KAFCAS, 44, who also was endorsed 


by the Dist. 21 General Caucus, said 
he was "thrilled and honored" by his 
election triumph. 


"I feel grateful to the people who 


encouraged me to run and to the 


people who helped me," Kafcas said. 
He said the teachers' endorsement 
contributed to his victory "in terms of 
generating a certain amount of public 
attention to my qualifications" but "I 
would hate to single out any one en- 
dorsement as being unique." 


As a board member Kafcas said, 


"One of the things I want to do is 
contribute to the kind of climate that 
is goal-oriented." 


Weinstein, 35, said he will "always 


be grateful for the support I received 
from so many people." He said he 
considers "each vote a vote of con- 
fidence" and "I will be true to my 
campaign promise of trying to repre- 
sent the will of the people." 


WEINSTEIN SAID the teachers' 


support "was certainly a significant 
asset" to his victory. "They really 
were very excellent in getting out the

Voters, by a 2-1 margin, defeated 


the Elk Grove Township unit school 
district referendum Saturday, and of- 
ficials from both factions in the-sec- 
cessionist struggle say their jobs are 
to heal the divisions created during 
the weeks of bitter campaigning. 


The referendum went down to de- 


feat at every polling place. At the two 
precincts in Elk Grove Village, where 
residents were expected to favor the 
proposal because of possible financial 
benefits, the question was defeated by 
34 and 98 votes. 


Reacting to the overwhelming nega- 


tive vote, Cook County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick said he believed 
people were against "cutting up the 
district." 


"Why deter a good thing by trying 


to fragment it?" Martwick said. 


LEAH CUMMINS, a member of a 


committee of Dist. 59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking the new unit 
district said, "Whatever we have now, 
we all have the responsibility to try to 
mend fences." 


The unit district would have com- 


bined 21 Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
elementary and junior high schools, 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village and Forest View High School 
in Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration. 


"It seems clear the people said they 


want the status quo with respect to 
the high schools," Mrs. Cummins 
said. "This was the people's wish 
based on the information they re- 
ceived." 


Unfortunately, 
she 
said, 
there 


wasn't a "rational climate" in which 
unit district supporters could get their 
story across. 


" T H E OPPOSITION discredited 


Dist. 59 irresponsibly, cruelly, reck- 
lessly and unconscionably and de- 
prived the people of the right to make 
a decision on a rational basis," Mrs. 
Cummins said. 


With their money and manpower-, 


the unit district opposition instilled in 
people a lack of confidence in Dist. 59 
and made them believe the unit dis- 
trict would be a Dist. 59 takeover, she 
said. 


"It wouldn't have been this way," 


Mrs. Cummins said. "It would've 
been a great opportunity for us to de- 
liver something better to our kids 
with our own resources, but it didn't 
work out." 


Dist. 214 Supt. Edward Gilbert said 


he had been optimistic the referen- 
dum would fail, but had expected the

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Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1, 11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't top 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the sky- 
rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value 
of single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
'tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued to 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment 
figures 
released Friday 


showed that the median sales 
price of new,-single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$156 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE REPORT SAID the value 


of single-family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the inicome of their 
owners, although the ratio varied 
considerably according to income 
level. 


Owners with incomes of less 


than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income. In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income, 
the report said.

Munson proposed that the two sides resume negotiations 
today or Tuesday afternoon or Wednesday morning. The faculty 
and board are far apart on their salary proposals with the board 
offering a 5.8 per cent wage hike and the faculty seeking 8.8 per 
cent.

A complete answer to this Inquiry, 


and comments on specific legislation, 
would be premature at this time, 
pending final release of the Presi- 
dent's proposed environmental mes- 
sage and his national energy policy.

your general philosophy of reducing 
the governmcbt bureaucracy? Would 
you favor passage of this legislation? 


The President was critical of the 


U.S. Postal Service during the cam- 
paign. Again, comments on specific 
legislation would be premature, in 
view of the President's pending long- 
t e r m governmental reorganization 
plan, which is on the drawing board. 
However, during the campaign, the 
President issued a four-page position 
paper which advocated making the 
Postal 
Service 
"publicly 
account- 


able." His proposals included recom- 
mending legislation to make the oost- 
master general appointee of the Pres- 
ident, confirmed by the Senate and a 
requirement that the Postal Service 
develop a program of exeuctive devel- 
opment. The President also urged the 
Postal Service to form a competent 
research and development staff to im- 
prove management. 


Congress recently has renewed the 


revenue-sharing 
program 
after 
a 


serious attempt to make major revi- 
sion failed. The program will come up 
for renewal while you are in office. 
Do you favor keeping the program as 
it is, shifting more aid to big cities at 
the expense of the suburbs? Or mak- 
ing radical changes such as eliminat- 


ing the program altogether in ex- 
change for a more extensive cate- 
gorical grants program, for instance? 


The President in his campaign 


called for some change in the basic 
structure of dispersing revenue funds. 
The President favors an approach to 
give funds directly to local cities and 
communities. He expressed his sup- 
port for the countercyclical revenue- 
sharing concept Jan. 31 when, in sub- 
mitting his proposed economic stimu- 
lus package to Congress, he urged a 
change in the formula to make the 
program more sensitive to the unem- 
ployment rate and provide for in- 
creases to areas where unemployment 
rates are high. 


The government is becoming more 


involved in the subsidy of mass trans- 
portation operations. In the Chicago 
area, millions of dollars are being 
used to keep bus and train operations 
going. At the same time, there does 
not appear to be any major shift in 


Black politician will get

OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) - A black

"Certainly I resent It," Carter Gil- 


more, 51, long active in the NAACP, 
said of the remark that was made at 
a cocktail party here. 


"I ain't apologizing because 1 got 


nothing to apologize for," said Carter, 
the Georgia gas station operator who 
has gained fame for his outspoken re- 
marks and beer drinking. He said he 
was only "kidding" and that Gilmore 
knew it. 


THE REMARK WAS made at a 


party for 400 Oakland A's season tick- 
et holders the night before Carter 
threw out the first ball for the base- 
ball team's season opener Saturday 
with Minnesota. 


Gilmore, who is running for the 


Oakland City Council, asked Carter, 
who had mounted the stage at the Hil- 
ton Hotel International Ballroom to 
field questions: 


"Billy, the fact 1hat we're both 


named Carter, can you explain that 
we're not related to each other?" 


"Well," replied Carter, "I hate to 


say it, but we all left a nigger in the 
woodpile someplace." 


Carter and the crowd laughed, and 


Gilmore chuckled and grinned. But 
later Gilmore, a businessman, said he 
bad not understood the full remark. 


"All I heard was the word 'Wood- 


pile,' " he said.

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Carter orders Soviet trawler seized 


CALHOUN, Ga. (UPI) - President Carter Sunday 


said he had Informed the Soviet embassy the United 
States no longer will continue to release Russian traw- 
lers violating fishing rules within the new U.S, 200-mile 
limit. 


Carter said he ordered the seizure of a Soviet trawler 


off New England at 9:50 p m, Saturday, because "we 
had to draw the line somewhere" on violations of the 
new fishing limits. 


The Coast Guard seized the 275-foot Soviet fishing 


brawler Taras Shevchenko with a crew of 93 late Satur- 
day for allegedly taking more than a ton of fish above 
its authorization. 


CARTER WAS asked if he had ordered the seizure. 


"Yea," he replied. 


"We had to draw the line somewhere," Carter told 


reporters when he was interviewed briefly after attend- 
ing Easter services at the First Baptist Church here. 


"We have released several of them," he said. "We 


Informed the Soviet embassy that we could no longer 
continue to release them — that we just had to enforce 
the law." 


The trawler is scheduled to arrive today in Boston to 


be placed under the custody of the U.S. attorney. 


The seizure was the first under the new 200-limit 


Fishery Management and Conservation Act 
of!976, 


which took effect March 1. The law bans foreign vessels 
from fishing for certain species unless they have per- 
mits. 


THE 275-FOOT Russian stern trawler Taras Shev- 


chenko was said to have caught more than 15 metric 
tons (about 3,300 pounds) of river hernng in excess of 
its authorization and was seized by the Coast Guard at 
11 22 p m. Saturday about 210 miles southeast of Boston 
and 75 miles inside the 200 mile boundary, a spokesman 
said. 


The seizure followed recent criticism from many 


northeast fishermen and politicans who said the law 
would be useless unless harsh measures were taken 
against foreign violators. 


By mid-day Sunday, the 18-year-old trawler was about 


100 miles southeast of Cape Cod and was being escorted 
to the Coast Guard support center at Boston Harbor. 


"ONCE IT TIES up, the ship and cargo go under the 


custody of the U.S. attorney's office, and immigration 


and customs officials will become involved," Coast 
Guard spokesman John Babhtch said. 


"The Coast Guard will provide surveillance of the 


ship as long as the case is under litigation," he said. 
Bablitch said the crew members would be confined to 
the ship. 


He said there have been a number of seizures in the 


past four years, and that legal action in some cases has 
stretched to two or three months. 


The U.S attorney's office was not available for com- 


ment 


The trawler, based at the Russian port of Kalinin- 


grad, was seized several hours after the vessel was 
boarded by Coast Guard officials and officials from the 
National Marine Fisheries Service.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A number 


of arms control experts predict US 
and Soviet negotiators won't make 
much progress when they resume 
strategic arms talks in May, despite 
the conciliatory words now flowing be- 
tween Washington and Moscow. 


The consensus among these special- 


ists is that the tough new U S bar- 
gaining stance is not likely to change 
significantly by then, and the Soviets 
will not back down from their rejec- 
tion of it. 


Furthermore, there still is a dispute 


over just what was agreed to hi the 
1974 accord that was supposed to lay 
groundwork for a second-stage SALT 
pact. 


So the prediction is that the two 


sides merely will clarify their posi- 
tions at the Geneva talks in May and 
keep on negotiating, possibly with tac- 
it agreement to extend the original 
"interim" SALT pact, which expires 
in October. 


CARTER OFFERED a cheerier as- 


sessment Friday. 


He said Soviet leader Leonid Brezh- 


nev has been sending "encouraging" 
messages even as Russia's press-has 
been blasting the U S. proposals And 
he offered Brezhnev some encour- 
agement: 


"We will be reassessing some of the 


objections the Soviets have raised to 
see if there is some alternative that 
would be fan- to both sides," Carter 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Carter's plan to give every taxpayer a 
$50 rebate is in trouble in the Senate 
and would not pass if it were voted on 
today, Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Russell Long said Sunday 


But Long, in an interview on NBC- 


TV's "Meet the Press," said he be- 
lieved Democrats can pick up the six 
to eight votes needed to get the mea- 
sure passed. The Louisiana Democrat 
also denied he was withholding per- 
sonal support from the rebate because 
of Carter's cutbacks in $275 million 
worth of water projects, some of 
which are in his home state. 


"I'm helping the President with 


that bill," he said. "Without my help 
it wouldn't have come out of com- 
mittee. I believe we have a good 
chance of keeping the $50 rebate 
there." 


BUT RIGHT NOW, he said, "the re- 


bate is in trouble in the Senate. If we 
voted today I don't think it would 
pass." 


Long was asked if Carter, in his 


energy message to Congress expected 
on April 20, would propose a big in- 
crease m the gasoline tax to dis- 
courage consumption "That's not 
what they're going to recommend in 
my judgment," he replied, predicting 
there would be a "balanced program" 
involving such things as encouraging 
home insulation 


But he said there may be a "major 


tax on the producers (of gasoline) and 
some increases in the price," with the 
net effect that both production and 
conservation will be encouraged. 


Asked if he would support a $500 tax 


on automobiles that use a lot of gaso- 
line, Long said- "If the President 
finds the courage to recommend it, I 
will find the courage to support it."

in the cost of cholesterol counts, uri- 
n a l y s i s , -pap smears and elec- 
trocardiagrams. 


ANOTHER PHASE of the study 


showed that charges for minor surgi- 
cal procedures also fluctuated and 
that the average stay for the same 
procedure could vary as much as 
three days. 


C h a r g e s for hernia operations 


ranged from $826 at Holy Family to- 
$1,298 at the Community Hospital of 
Evanston. The average stay for the 
procedure varied from four days at 
Skokie Valley to eight and one-half 
days at St. Francis. 


Not all of the hospitals reported 


rates for all of the surgical proce- 
dures so a complete comparison was 
not made. 


In summarizing the results of the 


survey, Mikva concluded rising hospi- 
tal costs have become a concern of 
President Carter and that the Presi- 
dent is planning to impose a tight lid 
on future increases. 


Mikva said wide variation in costs 


can be attributed to hospital efforts to 
spend money on technological ad- 
vances. The survey stated that the 
rising costs in some hospital depart- 
ments caused by the purchase of mod- 
ern equipment is sometimes tacked on 
to charges in other areas of the hospi- 
tal. 


Mikva also said some insurance 


programs and government programs 
do not fully reimburse hospitals for 
actual costs and the difference must 
be made up in charges to other 
patients.

fatal 1970 bombing at the University of Wisconsin, was quietly 
arrestetl in his Toronto apartment and faces extradition later this 
week, police said Sunday. Armstrong. ?5, has been a fugitive for 
seven years on murder and arson charges stemming from the 
bombing Aug. 24, 1970, of the Army Mathematics Research facility 
on the UW campus in Madison. Toronto police said Sunday Arm- 
strong was arrested late Saturday night in his apartment in a 
north Toronto residential area. Police refused any immediate in- 
formation on how long Armstrong had been living in Toronto or his 
occupation during his stay. 


FAA probes plane collision 


Fedei'fil aviation experts investigating the collison of two planes 


near the Reading, Pa., municipal airport said Sunday one craft 
was cleared for landing just prior to the accident but the other had 
no communication with the tower. Luther Gatlin, an official of the 
National Transportation Safety Board, said an Altair Airlines twin- 
engine Nord 262 was cleared for approach to the runway Saturday 
shortly before it collided with a single-engine Cessna 195. Four 
persons, three of them in the Nord, were killed instantly. Rescuers 
spent Eester weekend looking for more possible victims and addi- 
tional nieces of the shattered planes in a five-mile area of heavy 
woods'and steep hills. Gatlin said the Cessna "had no commu- 
nication with the Reading tower" at the time the Nord was cleared 
for approach and added no information was immediately available 
from the tapes from the tower. 


Gunman disrupts church service 


A re'u'ed Air Force major, saying he had a debt to repay, 


walked into a Baptist chiu'ch in Biloxi, Miss, during Easter Sunday 
services and shot himself and a dog. The neatly dressed man, 
identified by Biloxi police as Ford Dawson, 53. of Gulfport, also 
fired one shot Into a door. Dawson was taken to Howard Memorial 
Hospital for surgery. One church member said the man brought 
the do? into the church himself. He first chatted with, then 
struggled with, some churchgoers. Then he shot the dog in the 
head, put the pistol to his own temple and fired. Thousands of the 
Gulf Coast area viewed the beginning of the incident live over 
television station WLOX, which broadcasts the church services. 
The station cut off coverage before Hie man shot himself.

In you." is the nation's most influential leader, according to a 
survey of "key decision makers" published Sunday. Federal Re-

published in this week's U.S. News and World Report Participants 
were asked to choose the six people who exercise the most in- 
fluence in national decision making. Almost all those surveyed 
chose Carter as the nation's most influential leader. One of those 
queried, identified as a midwestern state's attorney, said the 
Presided seems to have the ability to get people to say "I believe 
in you.' The report said a clear consensus had emerged "that 
President Carter in a short time has positioned himself firmly at 
the nation's helm." 


'Food stamp plan looks good' 


An administration official predicts Congress will approve Presi- 


dent Carter's proposal to dole out frpe food stamps even though 
the Democratic party's top congressional farm spokesmen oppose 
it. Under existing law, a family eligible for food stamps must buy 
some for cash before it can receive an additional allocation of free 
"bonus" stamps. Under the proposal Carter sent Congress last 
week, there would be no purchase. An eligible family simply would 
be given the bonus stamps. Administration experts say about 7 
million of the current 17 3 million food stamp beneficiaries would 
get smaller bonuses than they now receive or would be dropped 
from the program. Others would got unchanged or increased bo- 
nuses, and nearly 3 million additional people might enter the pro- 
gram. 


The world 
Communists open 
offices in Madrid 


Communists in Madrid, Spain opened scores of party offices 


around Spain Sunday and celebrated the end of 38 years of illegal- 
ity and repression with horn-honking, flag-waving motorcades and 
neighborhood fiestas. Party leaders issued a statement recalling 
the sacrifices of thousands of members since the party was out- 
lawed hy the late Generalissimo Francisco Franco, and thanking 
other political groups for supporting its legalization. "We are go- 
ing to participate with full determination and responsibility in the 
(June) election in order to win them for democracy," they said. 
The government granted official recomiitdon to the Communist 
party Saturday in a move seen as another step in Spain's abolish- 
ment of Franco-era repression and shift toward democracy. The 
party also announced the imminent return from 38 years of exile is 
Moscow of party President Dolores Ibnrruri. 81, known as "La 
Pasionnua4' for her stirring calls to arms during the 1936-1939 
Civil Wai-. 


Libyan consulate burned 
Demonstrators Sunday set fire to the Libyan consulate in Alex- 


andria. Egypt retaliating against pistol shots fired at them by a 
consulate employe, press reports said. The reports said the demon- 
strators, protesting an attack Saturday on the Egyptian embassy 
in Benghazi, were marching peacefully outside the consulate 
shouting slogans against Libyan strongman Col. Moammar Khada- 
fy. The demonstration got out of hand when a Libyan consulate 
employe fired pistol shots from the terrace of the consulate's 
second floor, the reports said. The marchers retaliated by setting 
fire to the building. Firefighters extinguished the blaze after it 
destroyed the first and second floors, the reports said. About 200 
Libyans had stormed the Egyptian embassy in Benghazi Saturday, 
smashing its windows and doors and wrecking its furniture. 


Three assassinated in London 
A gunman of "Middle Eastern appearance" Sunday assassinated 


a former premier of the Yemen Arab Republic, his wife and a 
Yemeni diplomat in an automobile outside a luxury hotel over- 
looking Hyde Park, London. Scotland Yard said Abdulla Ahmed 
Hajari, kS, his wife Fatimah, 40, and Abdulla All Al-Hammani, 45, 
Minister and Plenipotentiary of the Yemen Arab Republic Embas- 
sy, were dead on arrival at a hospital. Hajari, serving as deputy 
chief of the Yemen's supreme court at the time of his death, was 
premier between 1973 and 1974. 


Hajari and his wife walked out of the 19-story Royal Lancaster 


Hotel iust north of Hyde Park and <?ot into their Mercedes Benz, 
driven by Hammani when they were accosted, the spokesman 
said.

Plutonium halt 
correct choice 


Pres. Jimmy Carter has taken 


a step toward nuclear sanity 
with his decision last week to 
abandon plutonium as a nuclear 
fuel. 


His decision will be con- 


troversial and will make solu- 
tion to the nation's energy pro- 
blem more difficult because it 
will at least slow development of 
"breeder reactors," the tech- 
nology experts have said could 
end energy shortages forever. 


However, Carter's decision is 


a clear victory for those who 
fear that, by developing nuclear 
reactors based on the most 
deadly of all nuclear materials, 
the human race would in fact be 
setting itself up for Armaged- 
don. 


There are several dangers to 


plutonium. By itself it is a dead- 
ly poison. An accident involving 
the substance could easily result 
in disaster. 


In addition, small amount of 


plutonium can be fairly easily 
converted into nuclear weapons 
either by underdeveloped nations 
or, worse, by terrorist groups. 


Manufacture 
of 
plutonium 


through breeder reactors would 
increase the amount of the ma- 
terial available — and neces- 
sarily increase the odds of its 
falling into the wrong hands. 


Proponents of plutonium tech- 


nology have said safeguards 


could make the installations 
"virtually" 
foolproof. 
There 


would be only a tiny chance for 
an accident or for theft of the 
material, they say. 


The problem with that argu- 


ment, however, is that foolproof 
as any system might be, no hu- 
man system can be 100 per cenl 
safe. It requires just one mis- 
take to cause irrevocable trage- 
dy where plutonium is con- 
cerned. 


Carter has said he does not ex- 


pect other countries, including 
Britain, France, Germany and 
Japan, to give up plans for bree- 
der reactors. However, he has 
urged them to ban the export of 
plutonium production facilities 
to other nations to prevent the 
spread of nuclear capabilities. 


However, it is possible that 


Carter's lead in spelling out the 
risks of plutonium will in fact 
lead other nations to consider 
nore carefully the risks they are 
taking in this field. 


Since the first nuclear ex- 


plosion in 1945, the human race 
has lived with the fact-thai it has 
the capacity to destroy itself. 
Carter's action on plutonium 
cannot change that. 


It can, however, focus public 


attention on the risks attendant 
to developing nuclear power. In 
that way, it might be a small 
step toward saving us all. 


Endorsement lesson 


Back hi 1970 when he first ran 


for office, a case could be made 
that Michael J. Bakalis was a 
political novice. 


Today he is State Comptroller 


and has forfeited that label. He 
has also forfeited the right to 
use that as an excuse when he 
does something silly. 


Something silly is precisely 


what he did recently when he 
sent a letter to Des Plaines may- 
oral candidate Lorraine Angell 
"endorsing" her candidacy. 


Mrs. Angell used the letter as 


any candidate would. She sent 
out a press release publicizing 
the endorsement. 


Now Bakalis has explained 


that he didn't mean he consid- 
ered Mrs. Angell better quali- 
fied to be mayor than any of the 
other six candidates running. 


It turns out that Bakalis 


doesn't even know Mrs. Angell 
really well. Her nephew worked 
in his campaign and is now an 
intern in his office. Mrs. Angell, 
Bakalis said, "is a good person 
and someone who ought to par- 
ticipate in government." 


It is a fine thing for Bakalis to 


want to encourage good people 
to run for office. It's quite anoth- 
er thing for him to issue "en- 
dorsements" that turn out to be 
non-endorsements when he is 
unfamiliar with the issues and 


candidates involved in a cam- 
paign- 


Voters of Des Plaines will be 


right to conclude that Bakalis' 
opinion on the mayoral race 
ought not carry much weight. 


He has less ability to judge the 


qualification of the candidates 
than the average Des Plaines 
resident. 


And Bakalis would be well ad- 


vised to stay out of local politicial 
races. He cannot do himself or 
"good people" he likes any good 
by becoming involved where he 
isn't familiar with the entire 
cast of characters.

His actions a living rebuke to terrorist revenge 


WASHINGTON-On the day the 


siege was lifted and the tension dis- 
solved in tears of thanksgiving, a 
graying former business executive sat 
in his downtown office here talking of 
the violence which scars American 
life. 


He did not waste breath con- 


demning Hamaas Abdul Khaalis and 
his Hanafi Muslim disciples who had 
brought such terror to the nation's 
capital in deranged and misguided re- 
taliation for the 1973 murders of 
Khaalis' family by rival Black Mus- 
lims. 


He did not have to condemn them, 


for in his own quiet fashion Nelson T. 
(Pete) Shields is a living rebuke to 
Khaabs and all his ilk. 


Shields is no stranger to violence 


and grief In the spring of 1974, his 23- 
year-old son was killed by a Black 
Muslim gunman in the last of San 
Francisco's infamous "Zebra" slay- 
ings. 


UNLIKE KHAALIS, Shields did not 


succumb to bitter fantasies of re- 
venge. Instead, he "made a vow to do 
everything in my power to reduce the 


probability of someone else's son suf- 
fering the same fate." 


At the time of his son's murder, 


Shields was a $40,000-a-year market- 
ing manager for the DuPont Company 
whose life had been largely devoted to 
pursuit of the almighty dollar and the 
comforts which come with successful 
corporate ladder-climbing. 


Today, he is the $10,000-a-year 


chairman of the National Council to 
Control Handguns (NCCH), a three- 
year-old g r a s s r o o t s organization 
established to lobby for the adop- 
tion of strict controls on handguns. 


It was not an easy transition to 


make. Shields had never given any 
thought to gun control before his son 
was killed He knew little about poli- 
tics, even less about lobbying. 


"AFTER MY SON'S death, I started 


to read up on the issue as much as I 
could. I looked around for organiza- 
tions and found NCCH, and began 
coming down here (from Wilmington, 
Del.) one day a week on my vacation 
time," he recalled. 


In June 1975, Shields took a leave of 


absence from DuPont to devote more

time to the fledgling gun control lob- 
by. Last Dec. 31, he severed his ties 
with the company after more than a 
quarter century. 


He is no longer a political novice. 


He understands how jumpy the mere 
mention of gun control makes most 
members of Congress, and the pres- 
sure the National Rifle Association ex- 
erts upon all those who seek to limit 
access to firearms. 


But Shields and his organization are 


picking up strength with each passing 
month. NCCH has just completed a 
mailing of 100,000 soliciting new mem- 
bers at $15 a head, and is preparing 
for a second round of 500,000 pieces. 


THE COUNCIL RECENTLY won an 


important legal battle in defense of 


the District of Columbia's new hand- 
gun law with the assistance of two of 
Washington's most powerful law firms 
— both of which contributed their ex- 
pertise for free. 


The direct mail firm which helped 


Common Cause get off the ground is 
helping Shields build the NCCH mem- 
bership, and one of the nation's most 
prestigious political consultants is 
about to sign up for a full-scale as- 
sault on Congress this year. 


He does not expect easy sailing. He 


knows that NCCH can not hope to 
match the resources of the National 
Rifle Association. But he also knows 
that public opinion polls consistently 
show a huge majority of the Ameri- 
can people favor tougher gun controls, 
and he is prepared to spend years if 
necessary 
translating 
that passive 


support into an active constituency. 


"I've been chasing money, prestige 


and the pood life for 26 years," he 
told us. "Sure, I still like all those 
things. But maybe my son's death 
was the good Lord's way of turning 
my life to more productive paths."

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Human rights issue, Soviets talks 
on trade not contradictory: expert 


NEW YORK (UPD-President Car- 


ter's strong stand on human rights 
has temporarily soured relations with 
the Soviet Union. But eventually it 
may ease the establishment of more 
friendly U.S.-Soviet trade relations. 


Tills apparent paradox is the opin- 


ion of Dr. Herbert Levine, professor 
of economics at the University of 
Pennsylvania and an authority on So- 
viet economics and planning. 


L«vlne told a recent symposium 


sponsored by the Sperry Rand Corp. 
there Is a large body of opinion in the 
United States opposed to Improve- 
ment of trade relations with the So- 
viet Union. 


"AND I THINK this is the real 


meaning of the Jackson amendment, 
that Jackson was able to draw upon 
these anti-Soviet feelings and was 
able to put an overt challenge to So- 


viet sovereignty into the law," Le- 
vine said. 


The amendment, named for Sen. 


Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., linked 
the granting of "most favored nation" 
trading rights for the Soviet Union 
with that country's policy on Jewish 
emigragdon, The Soviet Union re- 
jected the demand it give guarantees 
on levels of Jewish emigration. 


"One aspect of the Carter adminis- 


tration's approach on human rights 
can be viewed as a separation of the 
concern of Americans for human 
rights in Russia from negotiations," 
Levine said. 


IT IS GOING to be very difficult for 


senators to attack an administration 
bill that calls for normalization of re- 
lations with the Soviet Union, that 
calls for most favored nation treat- 
ment, on the grounds that our foreign

goods rather than just raw materials. 
This is the new frontier for them. 
Whether they will be able to do this

Rolls dealers see 
gas tax as cloud 
on luxury buys 


DETROIT (UPI) - Price tags on 


some Rolls-Royce cars range up to 
$90,000, so another $500 or so for a 
"gas guzzler" tax should not bother 
Rolls-Royce dealers, but it does. 


"Our cars are better in every re- 


spect, but there are many things in 
common. They have four wheels and 
a motor like everyone else's cars. And 
they use gasoline," said George W. 
Lewis, president of Rolls-Royce Mo- 
tors, Inc. 


Lewis has been setting sales records 


for the luxury car firm in this country 
— 1,230 automobiles in 1976 and an 
expected 1,400 this year. He's con- 
cerned that any tax on large cars — 
like the one being considered by Pres- 
ident Carter — would change the way 
Americans think of luxury cars, 


"A gas guzzler tax would be like a 


cloud over our heads," Lewis said. "It 
wouldn't hurt our sales, though." 


WHAT MIGHT happen, Lewis ad- 


mits, is that people may not want to 
drive any car that is not socially ac- 
ceptable. That, he says, would happen 
only if Americans change their whole 
way of living. 


"When the luxury car is no longer 


acceptable, a lot of other things will 
have to go, things Ikeyihcs.atprivate 
have to go, things like yachts, private 
planes and anyChing that makes one 
guy different from another," Lewis 
said. "There are some people who 
would like to homogenizt it so every- 
one would drive the same kind of 
car." 


The Rolls-Royce lineup averages 12 


miles per gallon in the government's 


tests — in line with other luxury mod- 
els though below the Cadillac Seville 
and the Lincoln Versailles, the two 
most expensive United States cars. 


THE BRITISH auto firm sells more 


of its automobiles in this country than 
in the United Kingdom and is keeping 
up the interest with two new models 
introduced today — a $49,000 Silver 
Wraith II and a $43,200 Silver Shadow 
II that weighs 4,995 pounds to rank it 
among the heaviest cars sold in this 
country.

Three newcomers win 
seats on Harper board 


Three Incumbents on the Harper 


College Board of Trustees were 
resoundingly defeated by three new- 
comers who promised more respons- 
iveness to the community and caution 
in proceeding with Harper's second 
campus. 


Newcomers Joan Klussman, Arling- 


ton Heights; Janet Bone, Palatine, 
and David Tomchek, Barrington, 
were the top vote-getters for the three 
seats, Mowed by newcomer Dean 
Anderson, Wheeling, and incumbents 
William Kelly, Arlington Heights; 
Robert Rausch, Hoffman Estates, and 
Judith Troehler, Mount Prospect. 


The vote totals were Mrs. Kluss- 


man, 7.790; Tomcheck, 6,515; Mrs. 
Bone, 6,114; Anderson, 5,415; Kelly, 
3,123; Kausch, 4,714; and Mrs. Troeh- 
ler, 4,411. 


Rausch, who was trying for his sec- 


ond term on the board, said he be- 
lieves he lost because "the teachers 
union was pretty well organized. They 
had the muscle and the force out 
there." 


Mrs. Klussman, Mrs. Bone and 


Tomchek were supported as a slate by 
the Harper teachers union, which is 
affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Teachers. 


KELLY AND Mrs. Troehler could 


not be reached for comment on their 
defeats. 


Supporters of the slate were at pol- 


ling places Saturday, handing out fly- 
ers, particularly at the Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 polling places 
where voter turnout was very high be- 
cause of the unit school district refer- 
endum. Their theme was "vote for a 
change at Harper." 


Mrs. Klussman, Mrs. Bone and 


Tomchek had urged caution in pro- 
ceeding with a second campus in 
Wheeling Township while the in- 
cumbents argued strongly for it in 
their campaigns. 


The board had been criticized for 


being a rubber stamp for the adminis- 
t r a 11 o n, and the three winners 
stressed their independence and will- 
ingness to ask questions and in- 
vestigate on their own. 


In addition, Tomchek strongly criti- 


cized the board for what he consid- 
ered a "whitewash" during the 
board's Investigation last summer of 
possible policy violations by Harper 
Pres. Robert Lahti. 


Tomchek said Sunday that as a 


board member "I want to assure the 
community that I will see to it that 
the college is responsive to the com- 
munity and that there will not be any

We call it our "sewing" club, using 


the term loosely, for a good many 
things totally unrelated to needle and 
thread have gone under the bridge 
since this bunch first started meeting 
once a month.

Since then, who knows 
how many quilts have been quilted, 
rugs have been hooked, sweaters have 
been knitted or crocheted, sequin- 
spattered Christmas ornaments and 
tree skirts have been put together? 
Alice spent hours manicuring tiny, in- 
tricate flower pictures for her decoup- 
age; Helen captured colorful birds in 
needlepoint to hang on her wall; 
Thelma made her own embroidered 
pillows; Lillian repaired jewelry; and 
June embroidered a Norwegian bell 
pull. 


ALL THIS WAS without benefit of 


lessons or instructor. The deft have 


helped the less deft, and nowhere 
could you find a more generous mu- 
tual admiration society. 


Sewing club has been a showcase 


for other talents, too. Betty loved to 
tell-slightly off-color jokes; Thelma be- 
came unofficial book reviewer, though 
her taste ran mostly to the occult: La- 
Vergne, the first to hook a ruy, con- 
ned everybody Tom Sawyer style into 
trying their hand at it. It was com- 
pleted in record time. 


Club meetings have been an oppor- 


tunity, too, for the hostess to dust out 
her antique cups, fix a fancy table 
and serve her most delectable dessert 
with coffee. Many a member skipped 
lunch so she could 
afford 
these 


scrumptious calories. Recipes found 
their way into each household. Lucky 
the husband whose dinner dessert was 
left over from sewing club. 


AFTER A FEW YEARS, we added 


a summer luncheon outing and a 
Christmas party with gift exchange to 


our schedule. As the years went by 
and members' 
children turned to 


adults, occasionally a young grand- 
mother who had promised to sit that 
day would show up with a baby in 
tow, settling the little one comfortable 
on a blanket on the floor. We had 
something new to admire. 


Sewing club still is going strong. Its 


members continue to number eight. 
though a few have moved away and a 
few others have taken their place. It 
makes no pretense of being anything 
other than a neighborhood get-togeth- 
er; it has no ambition to be more than 
that. There are no officers, no min- 
utes, no dues. 


It is really a "sewing" club? One 


member suggested it is more "an ex- 
change of ideas" among good friends. 


Whatever it is, any group that has 


continued for 14 years and has ce- 
mented such close neighborly friend- 
ships must have something good going 
for it.

or designing or altering them. I have 
found a new product that can be of a 
great help for many of these sewing 
needs. 


It's calhd "Trace a Pattern" and is 


made by the Stacy Company. It's in- 
expensive, strong, transparent, sheer 
and has a web-like appearance. 


"Trace a Pattern" can be used to 


duplicate your favorite pattern, alter 
patterns or make adjustments in 
them. Place it over ready-made gar- 
ments and you can immediately see 
the grain line, the outline of the gar- 
ment, etc., and come up with a work- 
able pattern to copy. 


To make a sample pattern to check 


for fit before cutting into expensive 
fabric, machine stitch on "Trace a 
Pattern" with a long stitch that can 
be easily removed. When adjustments 
have been made, you can actually use

the "Trace a Pattern" for cutting the 
fabric.

zer buttons is Beckie Bixby, P. 0. Box

tip: 


"To keep from snagging fabric that 


is difficult to place under the button- 
hole attachment of your sewing ma- 


chine, cut a piece of wax paper ap- 
proximately six inches square. 


"Fold the wax paper double and 


slip it over the edge of the fabric so 
that the paper is on the top and bot- 
tom of fabric. 


"Slide the fabric and paper under 


the buttonhole attachment, adjust to 
the correct position, slip the paper off, 
lower the presser foot and you're 
ready to stitch. 


"After buttonhole has been stitched, 


you may again slip the paper over the 
fabric to remove from machine."

Dear Eunice Farmer: I love the fu- 


sible web-type interfacing, but wonder 
if there is any way to avoid the mess 


of having it stick to my iron. —Mrs. 
M. K. M. 


Dear Mrs. M. K. M.: Yes, it is a 


mess when it sticks to your iron. I'm 
sure it has happened at least once to 
every gal who sews. 


I would recommend that whenever 


you use this type of web that fuses 
tw.o layers of fabric together, you cut 
it slightly smaller than the area to be 
fused. Carefully place it on the fabric 
and proceed as the manufacturer's in- 
structions suggest. 


I also recommend you pre-test any 


fabric that is to be fused. Because of 
the excessive moisture involved, you 
must be careful not to use it where 
the fabric might shrink. Also, it is not 
recommended for very sheer fabrics 
and silks. 


Although today we have many new 


wonderful products that make our 
sewing easier, it is still important to

The doctor says 


Medicines can help 


migraine sufferers 


My husband has severe headaches. He has been to several doc- 


tors and they have called them migraine, vascular or cluster head- 
aches. The last doctor he went to put him on Caffergot P-B sup- 
positories.

A need to achieve to gain approval is characteristic of the migra- 
ine patient. To give you more information on this aspect of migra- 
ine headaches I am sending you The Health Letter number 2-9, 
Headache: Man's Most Common Pain. Others who want informa- 
tion on headaches can send 50 cents for it with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for mailing, Send your request to me in 
care of Paddock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
Mew York N.Y. 10019. 


The vascular changes that cause the migraine headache can be 


Induced by emotional tension and fatigue. Other causes include 
alcohol, certain cheeses and wine, monosodium glutamate found in 
Chinese cooking, nitrates found in hotdogs and other cured meats 
and chocolate. Flickering lights can precipitate an attack in some 
people and can cause an epileptic seizure in some epileptics. This 
is a partial list of some of the important factors in daily living 
patterns that influence the frequency of attacks. 


Your husband would not have to use Caffergot P-B or other 


medicines containing ergotamine tartrate. Some patients do well 
with Sansert, which helps to decrease sensitivity to pain and oth- 
ers do well with Inderal which acts to prevent dilatation of the 
arteries. But he will need to stay with his doctor and follow a 
program for best results.

Dampen a pipe cleaner, sprinkle cleanser on it and pull it back 


and forth until the spout is clean. Then rinse. If no one around the 
house smokes a pipe, get the cleaners anyway. They come in 
handy for many things, 


Dear Dorothy: I'm thoroughly puzzled by all the references to 


boiled linseed oil and not trying to boil it yourself, What's this 
double-talk all about? — J.G. Bogle 


It's a drying oil used in paints and varnishes. It has a number of 


other valuable uses, but the "boiled" part is a flaky name to give 
the stuff. Recommend "boiled linseed oil" and some people think 
you have to boil it, which is highly dangerous. The correct word 
should be "treated," which is what they do at the factory. See? 


Dear Dorothy: I like that idea of letting dishes "air-dry." As my 


machine doesn't have this kind of cycle, I open the door after the 
final rinse cycle and let the dishes air-dry naturally. — Lynn 
Mackey

pre-test eacri piece of fabric. All fab- 
rics react differently, and it's better 
to take a few extra minutes of time 
than to ruin a piece. 


Dear Eunice Farmer: My teen-aged 


daughter wants me to make her a 
pair of the new drawstring pants. Do I 
need to buy a new pattern or can I 
adjust the one I have been using? 
-Mrs. S. T. 


Dear Mrs. S. T.: I have checked 


into some of the ready-made pants 
and found several variations of them. 


Some are made with a little heading 


extending above the draw-string (such 
as the headings we use for curtains, 
only much smaller). For this type, al- 
low enough fabric to extend above the 
waistline and double down to form the 
casing. 


If the pants are to be very full and 


without a zipper, cut them straight'up 
from the hips. This gives you more 
room for the gathers and eliminates 
any darts in the pants. Insert the 
drawstring and simply pull up the 
gathers to fit. (Obviously, you would 
need a very thin waist to wear this 
extra bulk successfully.) 


I have also seen these pants with a 


zipper and not so much fullness. In 
this case, simply eliminate the darts 
and add slightly more to the side 
seams, 


There also are drawstring shorts 


*and skirts based on the same prin- 
ciple as the pants. They also elimi-

Critics awards: unwise journalism 


"The Television Critics Circle Awards" tonight is a 


travesty of what television criticism and coverage is 
all about. 


At least 200 of this country's television critics will 


become performers in their own right with a pro- 
gram of their own, all open to the criticism they 
spurt forth. 


Television critics should not allow their own work 


to become part of o prime-time show that enter- 
tains just like Fonzie and the Oscars. 


TELEVISION critics should not be on television in 


a program of their own that fills network time and 
sells commercials. They should not be patting the 
networks, public television and other television pro- 
grammers on the back in a public spectacle for their 
relatively few good efforts during the past year. 


The live two-hour show, meant to honor the past 


year's television achievements and even nonachieve- 
ments, will set television criticism back a good few 
years. 


Only in recent years has the job of television cov- 


erage and criticism been looked upon by newspapers 
and the public as important. 


After all, we are told that people spend more time 


watching television than' they do sleeping, eating, 
educating themselves or working. 


TELEVISION IS influencing the way we think, act 


and live, and because it is an important force in 
our lives, it cannot be ignored. 


So, television writers must take their job seriously 


and approach it like any other newsbeat. The tele- 
vision writer must report, analyze and criticize the 
medium from every angle that would be meaningful 
to his audience. 


The television critics must maintain an objec- 


tivity and a sense of fair, honest evaluation in his 
work. How can that he done when television critics 
are boastfully highlighting their own favorite and 
not-so-favorite shows on the network's home ground? 


David Sussklnd, a brillient television producer of 


specials like "Eleanor and Franklin: The White 
House Years" and "Harry Truman, Plain Speak- 
ing," is producing the awards show, which airs at 8 
p.m. on Channel 2. 


Beverly Sills and Steve Lawrence will host "The 


Television Critics Circle Awards" and roll call of 
glamorous television stars will do the honors as pre- 
senters of 19 award categories. 


SUSSK1ND SAID he never has done or wanted to 


produce an awards show until now. "I respect the 
Tony Awards but I find the Academy Awards down 
right embarrassing. There is something silly and 
self-serving about them," he said, 


"Television, critics have no ax to grind on the air, 


They are merely analyzing in this show and they're 
professionally equipped to do so," Susskind said. 


There will only be 19 awards given out as opposed 


lo 67 awards during the Oscars show, which makes it 
less of a circus, he said. Television critics are not 
members of the television profession, so the show is 
not self-serving. 


BUT, 
THE very idea of the show jeopardizes the 


distinct difference between a television critic's 
journalistic obligations and the patronizing of his 
sources and subjects. 


It )s not good journalism and it is not wise journal- 


ism. 


Susskind said the idea for the television critics 


awards show was born this January when the Emmy 
Awards telecast, set for May 15 on NBC, seemed 
threatened by a dispute between the New York and 
Hollywood chapters of the National Academy of 
Television Arts and Sciences.

But, 
the television industry, just like the movie 


industry, should be patting itself on the back. The 
writers, whose job it is to inform the public, should 
not be filling those shoes. 


THE NOMINEES for each of the 19 categories in 


tonight's award show are predictable. Programs like 
"Belle of Amherst" and "Eleanor and Franklin: The 
White House Years" seem proper entries for 
achievement in drama. 


Most people would agree that "M*A*S"H" is a 


good series, that the summer Olympics was a sports 
information achievement and that "Roots" could 
make it as program of the year. They could even 
guess that shows like "Evel KnievePs Death De- 
fiers," "Ball Four," "Mr. T and Tina," "The Big 
Party" on NBC's Big Event and "The Gong Show" 
could rate as nominees for program nonachieve- 
ment. 


It would all be more appropriate coming from the 


television industry. Let the critics' reviews and criti- 
cisms speak for themselves. Why make a spectacle 
of an important profession that's struggling to obtain 
some dignity?

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Watson outlasts Nicklaus 
to win Masters tourney 


AUGUSTA, Ga. — Ending any 


doubts about his ability to withstand 
pressure, Tom Watson survived a 
showdown with golf's most feared 
competitor, Jack Nicklaus, and won 
the Masters golf tournament Sunday 
by two strokes, 


Watson, a 27-year-old who has at- 


tracted an unfortunate reputation for 
wilting in the stretch, sank a 15-foot 
birdie putt at the 17th hole to earn the 
$40,000 first prize and the green jacket 
awarded to the winner of this tradi- 
tion-rich southern festival. 


His final round score, a 5-under-par 


67, gave him a total of 276 for 72 
holes, 12 under par, and made him the 
youngest Masters champion since 
Nicklaus began dominating this tour- 
nament in the 1960's. 


Nicklaus, a five-time winner here, 


gave it a superb run. He shot the best 
round of the tournament, 66. It just 
simply was not enough. 


Three strokes behind at the start of 


the day, Nicklaus finally caught Wat- 


son at the 14th hole when Watson 
three-putted from 50 feet below the 
cup on the humpback green. 


Playing In successive twosomes at 


•the tail end of the field, first Nicklaus, 
then Watson birdied the 15th hole and 
parred the 16th. 


At 17, a 400-yard par-4 where Arnold 


Palmer hit the crucial shots that en- 
abled him to win two of his four Mas- 
ters titles, Nicklaus barely missed his 
try for a birdie. Then Watson came 
along behind him, and made his. 


Watson got some breathing room 


when Nicklaus, who heard the crowd's 
roar for the birdie as he walked down 
the 18th fairway, dumped his ap- 
proach shot at the final hole into a 
bunker and made a bogey. 


But Watson did not really need it. 


He made a routine par on the final 
hole. 


Nicklaus, a Masters runnerup for 


the third time, finished at 10-under- 
par 278. 


Rik Massengale, who also made a 


game run at Watson before fading on 
the back nine, and his former Univer- 
sity of Texas teammate, Tom Kite, 
shared third place with 280 totals. 
Massengale, one of the leaders of the 
tour's Bible study group and winner 
earlier this year of the Bob Hope 
Desert Classic, had a 70 Sunday and 
Kite had a 67 which included seven 
birdies. 


Hale Irwin, the 1974 U.S. Open 


champion, was next at B8-282. Lou 
Graham the 1975 Open winner, tied at 
284 with Australian David Graham 
following identical rounds of 6!). 


Disheartened Ben Crenshaw, who 


shared the third-round lead with Wat- 
son, ballooned to a horrendous 76 and 
was in a group of six players at 285. 
That group also included Ray Floyd. 
- the record-tying winner of this tourna- 
ment last year, Hubert Green, Don 
January, 
Gene Littler and John 


Schlee. 


Crenshaw did not make a birdie un- 


til the 15th hole and by then it was too 
little, too Me. He made double-bogey 
at the short 12tih, dumping his tee shot 
into water, and even his normally 
sure putting touch deserted him when 
he three-putted from 15 feet at the 
13th after reaching the green of the 
par-5 hole in two shots. 


Paired with Nicklaus in the next-to- 


last group, Crenshaw had said before 
starting he anticipated the round 
would be "half fun and half work." It 
turned out to be all work and the fam- 
ed Crenshaw smile was not seen. 


Crenshaw dropped out of contention 


early, bogeying the second and third 
holes, and after that it was a three- 
man race among Watson, Massengale 
and Nicklaus, with Kite struggling 
vainly to make up distant ground. 


Watson, the 1975 British Open cham- 


pion and winner of four U.S. tour ti- 
tles, took charge to become this 
year's top money winner now with 
$175,185 and winner of more than 
$700,000 in a six-year career.

NBA officials strike 


NEW YORK — National Basketball Association referees Sunday 


carried out a strike they've threatened for two seasons by pulling 
an llth-hour walkout from the last eight regular-season games and 
the league retaliated by using substitute officials and said its next 
step could be a lawsuit. 


The NBA said it was made aware of [he referees' intention to 


strike at 6 a.m. EST Sunday by the attorney for the National 
Association of Basketball Referees, which represents 24 of the 26 
league officials, 


"This morning NABR Counsel Richie Phillips made an ultima- 


tum the league could not accept," said a league statement. "The 
NBA was threatened with the strike today if the NBA did not offer 
immediate recognition and begin negotiating with the referees' 
organization." 


Most NBA players said it was extremely unlikely they wouldn't 


cross the referees' picket lines, but Portland center Bill Walton 
was reported to be considering honoring the boycott. That would 
come as good news to the Chicago Bulls, who are paired off 
against Portland in opening playoff competition this week.

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Tennis headaches build; Illini players complain 


"Sometimes It appears as though they (the UI Athletic Associ- 


ation) don't really care whether tennis is continued as a varsity 
sport. It gets pretty discouraging at times." — Bruce Franks, 
Illini No. 2 singles. 


Small wonder Franks, a Springfield senior with more varsity 


singles victories than anyone in Illini tenrtis history, feels dis- 
enfranchised by the UI athletic administration. 


Little more than 50 miles northwest of Champaign, an enterpris- 


ing Illinois State tennis squad began ito season with an indoor 
Redblrd Special against Bradley and Pnrdue and played multiple 
matches for seven straight weekends, including trips to Wisconsin 
and Alabama, before the Illini even scheduled their first match. 


Illinois State, without the "big income" which comes from major 


college football, is even now winding up a Florida trip featuring 
seven matches in seven days. 


BY CONTRAST the Illini, who saw their aggressive young coach 


(Bruce Shuman) depart suddenly for California — and no one, 
least of all recruited Californians Mark Wagner and Jeff Edwards, 
blame him for that — didn't play their first match until April 1 
and will complete their 14-match schedule this month. That leaves 
a 20-day opening prior to the Big 10 championships in Ann Arbor 
May 20-22. 


Needless to say, Franks and junior Chuck Meurisse, the No. 1 


player, expected a great deal more when they were recruited. And 
so did everyone else. 


"When the schedule is reduced from 19 to 14 matches, that's 25 


per cent of the schedule," said Franks after the home opener, an 
8-1 decision over Notre Dame on makeshift courts inside the UI 


Loren Tate 


Armory. 


"I understand the money problems and I know that in a non- 


revenue sport we can't have everything we would like. But every 
day we look at those schedules of other Big 10 schools and we see 
all nine of them had spring trips. IVe been here four years and I 
only got to go south as a sophomore.

Imagine an Illini 
basketball team playing its second game against an Iowa team 
which had already played 13 games. It was tough to swallow." 


Chiricosfca, runnerup in the Ohio state high school tournament 


three times, is a sticky, emotional athlete. He was offered scholar- 


ships by Furman, Ohio University and Toledo but chose Illinois 
because of Shuman. A promise in the recuitment dealt with 
annual spring excursions to climates which would allow the netters 
to sharpen their outdoor skills for the conference season. 


BOTH THE Illini golf and baseball teams made a southern 


swing this year but, without Shuman to drum up the money (it had 
to be accomplished outside the budget) the anticipated trip did not 
develop.

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Second half begins for Braves' Turner 


In the summer of 1975, the owner of 


Channel 17 in Atlanta had an old fa- 
miliar show biz problem: The prime 
time show on the station was bomb- 
ing. People were laughing in all the 
wrong places. He couldn't sell space 
for it. 


The show was a situation comedy 


called the Atlanta Braves. They 
thought they were doing Hamlet, and 
they never knew enough to wait for 
Iheir laughs. The newspaper critics 
were irritable. They had no sense of 
humor. They kept pestering the pro- 
ducers to beef up the second act. No 
one came forward to the footlights to 
say "These are the jokes, son." 


In such cases, if you're a TV execu- 


tive, you do one of two things: You 
cancel the show; or you buy the com- 
pany and do a rewrite. 


TED TURNER was the owner of 


WTCG-TV on which the Atlanta 
Braves were laying their nightly egg. 
To him, the Braves were just a sum- 
mer replacement show to I Love Lucy 
reruns. It was either the Braves or a 
gospel hour. 


Ted Turner had never been associ- 


ated with a sport this close to shore 
before. His specialty was 12-meter 


yachts, spinnakers and blue-water 
sailings to Sweden or Hawaii. 


The Braves didn't need a com- 


modore as much as they needed an 
infield. There was nothing wrong with 
the Braves that a Genoa jib could fix. 


Still, television will do anything to 


improve ratings. So, Ted Turner 
bought the Braves. But the comedy 
only got funnier. The Braves dropped 
to last. Ted Turner dropped a million- 
and-a-half. Bob Hope should have his 
writers come up with shticks like 
that. Milton Berle would have stolen 
the sight gags they put on. 


THE BRAVES had bombed out of 


three cities before Commodore Turner 
came aboard. They brought the snake 
oil show to Atlanta, which had been 
known as a town that would take a 
third company road show. They fig- 
ured this was a town which would buy 
the old woman-sawed-in-half-trick or 
buy the a-prize-in-each-and-every-box 
spiel. 


At first, they did. Then they wised 


up that there wasn't a pea under any 
of those shells. 


Ted Turner started out life with $9 


million and his own boat. They fig- 
ured if Teddy wanted a ball club in-

stead of a set of trains, why, the 
Braves had pretty uniforms. Besides 
when you own three TV stations and a 
bunch of radio stations and several 
states worth of billboards, you've got 
to put the money someplace. 


Rookie owners are supposed to be 


seen and not heard. They're not sup- 
posed to make waves any more than 
rookies anywhere else. Umpires won't 
take any guff from rooks. The veter- 
ans make them carry the bats and sit 
in the back of the team bus and show- 
er later than everybody else. 


ROOKIE OWNERS are not sup- 


posed to be able to hit the major 
league curveball, either, even though 
served up by the front offices of the 
league. So, when this fresh rookie 
opened his career by spiriting away 
Andy Messersmith, a 20-game pitcher, 


from Walter O'Malley, the venerable 


oligarch of the grand old game, you 
would have thought he spiked Babe 
Ruth. 


When he stole Gary Matthews from 


the Giants, the commissioner of all 
baseball stepped in to chastise this 
fresh rook. He suspended him for a 
year. Ted Turner became the first 
unfrocked owner in the history of 
baseball. Only the 1919 Black Sox got 
harsher punishment. 


T h e king-without-a-country, the 


owner-without-a-team, Commodore R. 
E. Turner III came down here to this 
graceful 
little 
town 
and 
ex-Con- 


federate prison site the other day to 
address us ink-stained wretches of the 
National Assn. of Sportscasters and 
Sports writers on what it's like to be a 
general-without-ai-horse. 


He didn't look too much like a man 


about to rent his graments, put ashes 
in his hair or ask absolution from 
Walter 0'Malley._He did sound like a 
guy who wishes he'd bought into a 
fancy house with a piano player in 
New Orleans, instead of the Atlanta 
Braves. 


HE DID ALLOW as how the grand 


old game "ought to allow a rookie 
manager a few mistakes." After all, 


field managers are tolerant of rookies 
who miss the cutoff man or the bunt 
single, occassionally. "There aren't 
any books on 'How To Be An Own- 
er,' " he complained. 


He doesn't look like a man who 


would read one if there were one. Ted 
Turner has sailed in rougher waters 
than these, he implied. 


When he got into baseball, Ted 


Turner didn't know the 
infield-fly 


rule, who played third in the Tinker- 
to-Evers-to-Chance 
combination 
or 


how Pie Traynor got his nickname. 
He just thought the Braves were go- 
ing to be kind of like the Corner Pyle 
Show. He didn't think the game was 
as humorless as the commissioner 
looked. 


He found out. He .says his famous 


"tempering" with Gary Matthews 
was just a bit of "cocktail party con- 
versation." He learned from that, he 
said. He learned "never take more 
than five drinks at a baseball cocktail 
party." 


HE FOUND THE re-entry draft of 
players "demeaning," he said. He ex 


plained: "Here are 12 guys sitting 
gravely around a room with their hats 
in their hands grateful for a chance to 
bargain 
with 
guys 
they 
already 


owned." He backhanded Old Guard 
owners like the Cubs' P"hil Wrigley. 
"They sit around and complain bitter- 
ly about the young kids asking for all 
that money. I told him, 'Hell, they'll 
have a lot more fun with it than you 
old sour pusses.' " 


He got philosophical: "Life is a 


game everybody loses. But, at half- 
time, you can be in pretty good shape 
if you play it right." 


For Ted Turner, the second half is 


about to begin. He's 38. The Braves 
aren't any better. Their ratings aren't 
any higher. But the baffling fabric of 
baseball has, as usual, wound itself 
another weave of intrigue and idiocy. 


When it comes time to negotiate for 


Braves' sit-com, if baseball owner 
Ted Turner cannot take part in the 
affairs of the team, can he thus not 
deal with TV owner Ted Turner? 


Or, if TV owner Turner wants- to 


talk terms with the.baseball team for 
television rights, does he wear a false 
moustache and dark eyeglasses and 
register under an assumed name? Or 
should the commissioner just resolve 
the whole knotty problem and just 
ban the Atlanta Braves for a year in- 
stead?

Arlington Park's racing surface, the 


subject of crfticism by horsemeq and 
track patrons, will be getting a face 
lift. 


Bill Thayer Jr., vice president and 


general manager, announced that the 
plant will receive a new racing strip 
in time for the June 6 opening. 


Joe Morrow, track superintendent 


at Hialeah for more than two decades 
and the man who installed the present 
track at Arlington in 1965, will be in 
charge of the project and will remain 
at Arlington as track superintendent 
for the entire season "to make sure 
everything stays exactly right." 


THE RESURFACING involves the 


entire mile and an eighth main dirt 
course and the mile Equipioise chute 
over which the present world record 
of 1:32 1/5 was set in 1968 by Dr. Fa- 
ger in the Washington Park Handicap. 


Morrow, a native of Birmingham, 


Ala., first went to work at Hialeah as 
a landscaper in 1931 and later was 
recommended for the track superin- 
tendent's position by veteran horse- 
man, Fred Hooper.

sponsible for it and the entire land- 
scaping operation! there until 1961. 


In 1965, he undertook the rebuilding 


of the track at Arlington, and did such 
a fine job, Buckpasser was able to 
crack the world record for a mile 
over it a year later. That was 1966 
and Morrow was busy installing Ar- 
lington's training track, as well as 
maintaining the main course. 


"Once I walk around a race track, 


it's my baby," Morrow commented 
after flying in from Florida to begin 
his new task. "Mr, Thayer has given 
me all the equipment and help I need, 
and we'll begin on it seven days a 
week until it is ready for horses. 


"THE BOTTOM is the most impor- 


tant thing, then the cushion, and then 
moisture. Right now we have to get a 
good mixture of clay and soil, com- 
pact it, and then cut out a cushion.

"YOU HAVE TO watch the sprink- 


ler trucks, too. The wheels pack down 
the base until you have paths. A horse 
can get on one of those paths and fly 
all the way home. We'll use'a heavier 
harrow at that point in the track to 
solve that problem." 


Morrow also intends to seal the 


track every iight to keep the wind 
from blowing away the cushion and 
promote fast drainage if it rains. 


The mammoth job is under way 


with the movement and mixing of 
more than a million pounds of soil.

Burning gases 
cooled to form 
Earth surface 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Benjamin Manning, 15, of 
Visaiia, Calif., for his question: 


HOW WAS THE EARTH FORMED? 
This place we call home is a giant 


ball that measures about 8,000 miles 
through and about 25,000 miles around. 
It is moving around a bright star we 
call our sun, and moving with it are 
other planets. About three-quarters of 
its surface is covered with water. The 
highest mountain is about five and a 
half miles, and the deepest spot in the 
ocean is about seven miles. 


No one knows exactly when the earth 


•was formed or how. There are many 
scientific theories, including the most 
accepted one that says our earth prob- 
ably started as a glowing mass of gases 
that slowly cooled to liquids and then 
solids. While the gases were bubbling, 
the heavy metals were most likely 
settling toward the center of the ball. 


Earth's formation probably came 


about as the gas burned and escaped to 
form an atmosphere while the molten 
rocks cooled and formed a crust. The 
crust was most likely broken and re- 
broken many times as rocks cooled, but 
slowly it became more stable and more 
thick. 


As the atmosphere cooled, water va- 


por from the gases condensed and fell 
as rain on the cooling rocks. In time, 
water was collected in low places and 
oceans were formed. In the earth's 
early days, it was most likely covered 
with bare rocks. Volcanos probably 
spouted great lava flows and the seas 
were most likely hot. 


As the earth continued to cool, the 


crust grew thicker. We believe the crust 
is about 40 miles thick, covering a layer 
of denser, solid rock about 1,700 miles 
deep. This layer is called the mantle. 
And below that is a zone about 1,400 
miles deep, called the outer core, of hot, 
molten rock under tremendous pres- 
sure. Scientists believe that at the 
earth's inner core is a solid ball about 
1,600 miles across composed of iron and 
nickel and other metals. The inner ball 
and the molten zone together make up 
the core of earth. 


The cooling earth caused warping 


and buckling of the crust. Then some of 
the lighter weight rocks that had been 
sunken were pushed upward. The Ap- 
palachians and the Rockies were prob- 
ably formed this way, rising from an- 
cient sea bottoms. 


Earthquakes that happen in various 


parts of the world these days tell us 
much about what the inside of earth is 
like. We can chart the kinds of earth- 
quake waves and the time it takes for 
them to go from one point to another.

Globe to Shelly Milne, 11, of Bountiful, 
Utah, for her question: 


WHAT CAUSES HICCUPS? 
We hiccup when there is a spasm or 


involuntary movement of the dia- 
phragm, the muscular partition that 
separates the abdominal cavity from 
the chest cavity. That's what happens 
— but we don't know why it happens. 


The hiccup spasm causes us to draw in 


air, or inspire. The opening between the' 
vocal cords is shut off suddenly, pro- 
ducing the "hie." Control of the dia- 
phragm is by the right and left phrenic 
nerves, but we don't know why they 
send impulses to produce the apparent- 
ly useless action. 


The hiccup spasm series usually ends 


as mysteriously and as fast as it started.

religion 


poses to individual freedom. 


"ATHEISTS ARE finally coming 


out of the closet," she said in words 
that allow no room for dispute. "One 
out of every four (Americans) is an 
atheist. We're still pretty much fight- 
ing for civil liberties." 


, The media has added to the sur- 
pression of atheists by ridiculing and 
ignoring them, she said. 


"We couldn't get any publicity at all 


about our convention," she said. "One 
time we took out a paid advertise- 
ment (in a newspaper) and do you 
know what? They put it on the bottom 
of the religious page. Who ever reads 
that?" 


Ms. O'Hair, American Atheist presi- 


dent, charged that because the media 
will not deal fairly with the group, 
"We're having a helluva time getting 
our message across," she said. 


"Oh, I get asked to appear on talk 


shows, all right. They usually sand- 
wich me between a dancing tear ana 
a reformed alcoholic," she said with a 
hint of disgust. Sometimes they put 
me on with Miss Nude America and 
the governor of Maryland. All the 
media's interested in is a good show." 


BUT THINGS are shaping up for 


the group, which has landed a con- 
tract with a Manhattan television sta- 
tion to air 13 half-hour video-taped 
programs. She said the programs are 
designed to give American viewers "a 
better idea" of what atheism is all 
about and to make viewers aware of 
how churches abuse their tax exempt 
status and become wealthy at the gov- 
ernment's expense. 


The shows, hosted by Ms. O'Hair, 


will be shown by the Upper Manhat- 
tan Cable Company beginning in May 
or June. But the show's hostess pre- 
dicts "ratings trouble." 


"I think the Roman Catholic church 


will have it shut down within three 
weeks," Ms. O'Hair said, her eyes 
registering a trace of anger. "Then 
we have to go in and fight to see that 
our contract is fulfilled. I expect a lot 
of 
trouble. You can't 
say 
that 


churches lie to their congregations 
and get away with it." 


Group members were shown the pi- 


lot broadcast of the series Saturday 
afternoon, which features Ms. O'Hair 
charging churches are in some cases 
becoming rich by buying up profit- 
making businesses and assigning tax- 
exempt status as a church-related 
venture. 


IN THE SHOW, she also charges' or- 


ganized religion often restricts free- 
dom of-thought and consequently is 
being deserted by congregation mem- 
bers "finally coming to their senses." 


Ms. O'Hair hails atheism as "the 


most exciting and liberating of all 
philosophies" which features "true 
liberation of the mind." She says in 
the broadcast that further programs 
prepared by the atheist group "will 
tell of other crimes of the church. 
We'll let it all hang out." 


The show points out that most of the 


nation's founding fathers and leaders 
were "free thinkers or atheists" in- 
cluding John Quincy Adams, George 
W a s h i n g t o n , Thomas Jefferson, 
James Madison, Benjamin Franklin, 
and Thomas Paine. 


Other notable American atheists in- 


clude Mark Twain, Thomas A. Edi- 
son, 
Albert Einstein, Henry Ford, 


Florence Nightingale, Jane Addams 
and Susan B. Anthony. 


The founder of the Smithsonian In- 


situte was an atheist, Ms. O'Bair said, 
"and every time you take a bit of a 
sandwich, you are paying homage to 
an atheist," the Earl of Sandwich. 


And was it any coincidence that the 


7th annual meeting of the group fell 
on Easter Weekend? 


"Yes, 
it was coincidence," Ms. 


O'Hair joked. "We usually get togeth- 
er around Thomas Jefferson's birth- 
day, April 13. That's my birthday, too. 
We usually have a cake with Happy 
Birthday to Tom and Madalyn on it."

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Boys' exclusion from rape talk protested 
Pupils allege violation of rights

A group of Palatine High School 


students have charged the adminis- 
tration with sexual discrimination and 
violating student rights because male 
students were barred from attending 
a class-related program on rape. 


The students have demanded a clar- 


ification of their rights to attend pre- 
sentations related to their class work 
and their rights to petition adminis- 
trators about administrative deci- 
sions. 


Their protests center around what 


apparently was an administrative de- 
cision to prohibit boys enrolled in a 
family living class in the home eco- 
nomics department from attending a 
course-related program about rape. . 


THEY ALSO say administrators re- 


fused to accept a petition signed by 
122 students and two teachers asking 
that male students be allowed to at- 
tend the program. 


The students, led by seniors Bruce 


Beal, Jenny Jones, Mary Jones and 
Holly Vogt, will meet Tuesday with 
Gerald Chapman, assistant to the su- 
perintendent. The students said they 
will take their case to the board of 
education April 28 if they aren't satis- 
fied with the results of their meeting 
Tuesday. 


The Issue has become divided into 


two areas: whether banning males 
from the program is a violation of 
Title IX, federal regulations which 
prohibit sex discrimination in educa- 
tion, and whether the students' right 
to petition the administration has 
been violated. 


The presentation was a speech titled 


"The Violent Crime — Rape" and was 
made last month by Wanda Weitzorek 
of the U.S. Depc. of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


The first part of the controversy 


centers around whether a discussion 
of rape as a crime is related to hu- 
man sexuality. According to Title IX 
guidelines, students may be separated 


by sex whenever human sexuality is 
discussed, said Susan Rivera, state 
Title IX coordinator. 


However, other sources said the 


program either should have been of- 
fered to all students or not offered at 
all. A second solution might have 
been to separate the students, but to 
make one presentation to each group, 
sources said. 


"I THINK you're obligated to offer 


it to both boys and girls," said Bever- 
ly Watts, official of the Office of Civil 
Rights. "It depends on what's being 
discussed. The issue of rape could be 
defined as human sexuality, but we 
would need to see a course outline." 


A decision on whether the exclusion 


of boys violates sex discrimination 
guidelines "probably would depend on 
what was being presented at that one 
time, since that's the issue," she said. 


In November, Ms. Weitzorek spoke. 


about rape to high school students at- 
tending a state convention for mem- 
bers of HERO, Home Economics Re- 
lated Occupations. Both boys and girls 
from Dist. 211 heard her program. 


"Ms. Weitzorek used about the 


same language, very blunt," said Jen- 
ny, who attended the November con- 
vention and the presentation 
in 


M a r c h . "People appreciated her 
being blunt and not hinting around." 


Family living teacher Sue Walton, 


who helped plan the program and 
whose students attended it, said "the 
idea for the meeting came out of the 
regional HERO meeting in November. 
It was a joint opinion of the depart- 
ment that the program was beneficial 
to young people." She was on of two 
Palatine teachers to sign the students' 
petition. 


Principal Leonard Newendorp said 


home economics teachers discussed 
the program with him before it was 
approved by administrators. A parent 
permission slip was required for those 
who attended, he said. 


"THE PRESENTATION was rec- 


ommended for girls by one of our fe-

male teachers who had heard the pro- 
gram in another setting," he said. "It 
appeared to her to be appropriate for 
girls." 


Ms. Walton said she assumes the 


decision to exclude boys from the pro- 
gram "came from the administrative 
office." 


Supt. Richard Kolze said New- 


endorp contacted him about the rape 
presentation and "at his recommen- 
dation and my approval we decided it 
should be for girls only." 


Newendorp said the decision to re- 


strict the program to girls was made 
because it was though girls might be 
"embarrassed" by the presence of 
boys. 


"I have trouble understanding why 


boys would want to hear a seminar on 
rape," Chapman said. 


Mary Jones said some boys were in- 


terested in the program because they 
thought their wives or daughters 
might be affected someday. 


"I wanted to see her (Weitzorek) 


because I heard she' held their atten- 
tion," Bruce Seal said. "Then I found 
out we weren't allowed to, and I want- 
ed to picket." 


The second issue concerning stu- 


dents is their right to petition admin- 
istrators. The Dist. 211 student rights 
and responsibilities handbook states 
"the right to petition is guaranteed by 
the Constitution." 


Petitions may not be libelous or ob- 


scene, guidelines state. The students' 
petition in part stated, "We feel it is 
important for the men of Palatine 
High School to be able to attend Wan- 
da Weitzorek's presentation." 


Students passed petitions around 


during their free periods and at- 
tempted to show them to Newendorp 
10 days before the rape program was 
scheduled, Beal said. 


"WE HAD AN appointment made 


for us (by Ms. Walton) for 7:15 a.m.," 
Holly Vogt said. "There was a mix-up 
and we couldn't get there, so we 
asked Mr. Newendorp's secretary for 
another appointment. She went into 
his office, and when she came out she 
said, 'The decision has already been 
made.' " 


Newendorp, however, said he view- 


ed the petition at the end of a school 
day. He sajd he does not know the 
date. 


"I was on my way out of my office 


to a meeting outside the building. The 
students handed me the petition. I 
looked at it and understood that they 
wanted the presentation to be coed," 
Newendorp said. "The effect of what I 
told them was that this was estab- 
lished for a good reason as a non-coed 
activity, and that's the way it was go- 
ing to be. There was no discussion of 
it. That was the last I saw of the peti- 
tion." 


B e a l said students were dis- 


appointed that Newendorp did not dis- 
cuss his decision with them. 


"We felt he could have sat down 


with us and explained his reasons," 
he said. "We hope Mr. Newendorp 
will be a person, not Oz behind a cur- 
tain pulling levers to make people do 
things."

Q&A: Carter talks about the suburbs 


President Jimmy Carter has fo- 


cused on global problems and domes- 
tic emergencies during his first 10 
weeks in office, but no forum has de- 
veloped for the nesv administration to 
comment on problems facing subur- 
ban America. 


The administration's attitude to- 


ward the suburbs and problems such 
as busing, airport noise, revenue shar- 
ing and mass transportation are of 
special interest to millions of persons 
who live on the fringes of the nation's 
urban areas. 


In response to an offer made during 


the presidential campaign, The Her- 
ald posed a series of questions to the 


President in an effort to pinpoint his 
positions on these issue's.

The Democratic party 
platform, 


which you and your staff played sonic 
role in detcloping, devoted little di- 
rect attention to the problems of the 
suburbs. What will be your plans to 
appeal to the nomtrban or nonrural 
resident? 


Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment have: 
energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, hi submitting his 
proposed two-year economic stimulus 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good 
economy and efficiency in the oper- 
ation of his own office, the President 
hopes to restore the faith of Ameri- 
cans in our government, thus boosting 
increased vitality in family life and 
bringing Americans behind a national 
energy policy that will require sacri- 
fices. 


Many suburbanites left the cities to 


avoid court-ordered government hous- 
ing programs and court-ordered bus- 
ing programs. You have said you fa- 
vored a voluntary approach on the 
busing issue, similar to the Atlanta 
school situation, but given the real in- 
dication that many people truly fear 
desegregation and apparently want to 
avoid it, what is your position on 
these two topics? Does the govern- 
ment have a role, a social engineer- 
ing type responsibility, to get all types 
of people together? 


The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 


on the busing issue; thereby, in effect 
making it the law of the land and no 
longer an issue to be decided upon by 


popular vote. The president favors a 
voluntary approach to the busing situ- 
ation, such as the one he helped or- 
ganize in Atlanta while serving as 
Governor of Georgia.- President Car- 
ter recently said: "Court-ordered bus- 
ing is a proper constitutional tool, but 
it should be used only as a last resort. 
There are other ways to achieve dese- 
gregation, and they should be used 
wherever possible. For example, the 
Justice Department 
will help by 


bringing biracial community groups 
together to sit down and try to work 
out a solution where necessary." 


On a more local note, the people 


who live around O'Hare International 


Airport are constantly bothered by 
aircraft noise. What is your position 
on reducing aircraft noise? U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, whose district in- 
e l u d e s some 
communities

O'Hare, 
has 
introduced

which would allow local residents to 
establish a board to prepare regu-

noise. The majority of the boards 
would come from towns that border 
ail-ports which do not have a pro- 
prietary interest in the facility.

Incumbents kept their board seats 


in all school board elections in the 
Des Plaines area except In the Cakton 
College race where two incumbents 
were defeated. 


An organized slate of newcomers 


soundly defeated incumbents Stephen 
Loska and Bernice Lesser in a race 
for four seats on the Oakton College 
Board of Trustees. 


For two 1-year terms. Christine An- 


derson, Morton Grove, was the top 
vote-getter with 3,208 votes followed 
by Paul Stiefel, Skokie. with 2,697 
votes. Loska, Des Plaines received 
1,324 votes, placing fourth 
behind 


Roselyn Evans, Morton Grove, with 
1,339 votes. 


For two 3-year terms, Janet Jun- 


ckett. Park Ridge, who ran unsuc- 
cessfully for the board last April, had 
the top vote total with 3,263. Fred 
Swinnerton. Park Ridge, also making 
his second try for the board, received 


3 , 0 6 5 . Mrs. Lesser, Lincolnwood 
placed fifth with 1,688 votes. 


MS. ANDERSON, Stiefel and Swin- 


nerton were part of a four-person 
slate. The fourth person, Frank Chu- 
lay of Lincolnwood, was defeated by 
Mrs. Junckett. 


Mrs. Lesser, who had criticized 


Oakton Pres. William Koehnline and 
the college academic program during 
her campaign, said she was "very 
disappointed that the administration's 
slate got through." 


Mrs. Lesser said she was charged 


during the campaign with wanting to 
eliminate the women's program at 
Oakton, and said she was "very dis- 
appointed that people would even con- 
sider that I was taking the women's 
program away from the college." She 
said she didn't believe the election 
was "ethical," but declined to elabo- 
rate. 


Loska, who has been on the board 


for two terms and also was critical of 
the administration as well as the aca- 
demic program and financial handling 
of the college, had no comment on his 
loss. 


Ms. Anderson said she believed she 


was elected because people "were 
just happy to see someone with a 
fresh perspective who is supportive of 
the college." 


STIEFEL SAID he "expected it to 


be a real battle. I worked hard and I 
was in it to win. A lot of people who 
knew me knew of my background and 
my record and voted for me." 


Swinnerton said he was "delighted. 


I'll work hard to do my best for the 
college." Swinnerton, who also sup- 
ported the administration during the 
campaign, said "I was the guy with 
the white hat. I said Oakton was a 
good school, but as with any organiza- 
tion, it could be better." 


Mrs. Juckett said she had no idea 


how the vote would turn out, but was 
very pleased especially because she 
lost last year by only 49 votes. She 
said she believes voters in Park 
Ridge turned out for her because they 
were upset that Mrs. Lesser was ap- 
pointed to the board last August to fill 
a vacancy rather than herself. 


Caucus-endorsed candidates 
once 


again made" a clean sweep in the Des 
Plaines Dist. 62 Board of Education. 


Incumbent Wallace Meyer won a 


second term and newcomers Mark 
Goldman and Richard Johnston were 
elected to three-year terms on the 
board. Newcomer Joyce Herter, who 
did not appear before the Dist. 62 
General Caucus, trailed the winners 
with 563 votes. Meyer was top vote- 
getter with 793 followed by Johnston 
with 749 and Goldman with 634. A to- 
tal of 1,010 votes were cast this year 
compared to 1,732 last year during a 
hotly contested race. 


MEYER, 2181 Plainfield Dr., said, 


"I'm glad to. be back for another 
three years. The caucus backing was 
important.

agreed it was the caucus that won the 
election for them. "The caucus sup- 
port was the single most important 
item in being elected," Goldman said. 
"I think it was the caucus endorse- 
ment," Johnston said. 


Caucus-endorsed candidates have 


consistently won school board seats in 
Dist. 62. Last year saw the most 
serious challenge to caucus candi- 
dates when a surprise slate of write-in 
candidates joined thejace to protest 
budget cuts made by'the board.

Voters, by a 2-1 margin, defeated

With their money and manpower, 


the unit district opposition instilled in 
people a lack of confidence in Dist. 59 
and made them believe the unit dis- 
trict would be a Dist.

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1,11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't tap 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the 
sky- 


rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value 
of 
single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


• At the beginning of the decade, 
the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 3975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE .SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600.

A slate of candidates opposing the 


unit school district referendum and 
the only incumbent who compaigned 
against the unit proposal were elected 
to the Dist.

MRS. CHAVOEN beat Smiley for a 


one-year seat on the board. Voters

Richard Stamm, a newcomer who 


was unopposed for a two-year term, 
was elected with 7,068 votes. 


Kucharski said he was "personally 


elated" by the unit district's defeat 
and his own victory.

D o n n a L. Kurtin's brainstorm 


comes true today as Route 230 buses 
start looping through her southeast 
Des Plaines neighborhood. 


She's been waiting for her bus to 


come for two months, and today it 
will. 


Mrs. Kurtta, 2114 Halsey Dr., used 


to have to hike three blocks in all 
types of weather to catch the bus at 
the corner of Pratt Avenue and Scott 
Street. 


The trip was an inconvenience for 


her, but it was a downright hardship 
for many of the residents of the Buck- 
horn Ranch Mobile Home Park, next 
to Seminole Park on Scott Street.

The Democratic party platform,

Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment have: 
energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April l, 11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on 'he 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7, per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time.

Pay increases won't top 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the sky- 
rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said 'Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value 
of 
single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners jose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued to 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment 
figures 
released Friday 


showed that the median sales 
price of new, single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$156 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE REPORT SAID the value 


of single-family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the inicome of their 
owners, although the ratio varied 
considerably according to income 
level. 


Owners with incomes of less 


than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income. In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income, 
the report said.

CALHOUN, Ga. (UPD — President Carter Sunday 


said he had informed the Soviet embassy the United 
States no longer will continue to release Russian traw- 
lers violating fishing rules within the new U.S. 200-mile 
limit. 


Carter said he ordered the seizure of a Soviet trawler 


off New England at 9:59 pm. Saturday, because "we 
had to draw the line somewhere" on violations of the 
new fishing limits. 


The Coast Guard seized the 275-foot Soviet fishing 


trawler Taras Shevehenko with a crew of 93 late Satur- 
day for allegedly taking more than a ton of fish above 
its authorization, 


CARTER WAS asked if he had ordered the seizure. 


"Yes," he replied. 


"We had to draw the line somewhere," Carter told 


reporters when he was interviewed briefly after attend- 
ing Easter services at the First Baptist Church here. 


"We have released several of them," he said. "We 


informed the Soviet embassy that we could no longer 
continue to release them — that we just had to enforce 
the law " 


The trawler is scheduled to arrive today in Boston to 


be placed under the custody of the U S. attorney. 


The seizure was the first under the new 200-limit 


Fishery Management and Conservation Act 
ofl976, 


which took effect March 1. The law bans foreign vessels 
from fishing for certain species unless they have per- 
mits. 


THE 275-FOOT Russian stern trawler Taras Shev- 


ehenko was said to have caught more than 1 5 metric 
tons (about 3,300 pounds') of river herring in excess of 
its authorization and was seized by the Coast Guard at 
11 22 p m Saturday about 210 miles southeast of Boston 
and 75 miles inside the 200 mile boundary, a spokesman 
said. 


The seizure followed recent criticism from many 


northeast fishermen and politicans who said the law 
would be useless unless harsh measures were taken 
against foreign violators. 


By mid-day Sunday, the 18-year-old trawler was about 


100 miles southeast of Cape Cod and was being escorted 
to the Coast Guard support center at Boston Harbor. 


"ONCE IT TIES up, the ship and cargo go under the 


custody of the U S. attorney's office, and immigration 


and customs officials will become involved," Coast 
Guard spokesman John Babhtch said 


"The Coast Guard will provide surveillance of the 


ship as long as the case is under litigation," he said. 
Babhtch said the crew members would be confined to 
the ship. 


He said there have been a number of seizures in the 


past four years, and that legal action m some cases has 
stretched to two or three months 


The U.S. attorney's office was not available for com- 


ment 


The trawler, based at the Russian port of Kalinin- 


grad, was seized several hours after the vessel was 
boarded by Coast Guard officials and officials from the 
National Marine Fisheries Service.

of arms control experts predict U S. 
and Soviet negotiators won't make 
much progress when they resume 
strategic arms talks in May, despite 
the conciliatory words now flowing be- 
tween Washington and Moscow 


The consensus among these special- 


ists is that the tough new U S bar- 
gaining stance is not likely to change 
significantly by then, and the Soviets 
will not back down from their rejec- 
tion of it. 


Furthermore, there still is a dispute 


over just what was agreed to in the 
1974 accord that was supposed to lay 
groundwork for a second-stage SALT 
pact 


So the prediction is that the two 


sides merely will clarify their posi- 
tions at the Geneva talks m May and 
keep on negotiating, possibly with tac- 
it agreement to extend the original 
"interim" SALT pact, which expires 
in October. 


CARTER OFFERED a cheerier as- 


sessment Friday. 


He said Soviet leader Leonid Brezh- 


nev has been sending "encouraging" 
messages even as Russia's press has 
been blasting the U S. proposals. And 
he offered Brezhnev some encour- 
agement. 


"We will be reassessing some of the 


objections the Soviets have raised to 
see if there is some alternative that 
would be fair to both sides," Carter 
said. "If there is any inequity there,

TV's "Meet the Press," said he be- 
lieved Democrats can pick up the six 
to eight votes needed to get the mea- 
sure passed. The Louisiana Democrat 
also denied he was withholding per- 
sonal support from the rebate because 
of Carter's cutbacks in $275 million 
worth of water projects, some of 
which are in his home state. 


"I'm 
helping the President with 


that bill," he said. "Without my help 
it wouldn't have come out of com- 
mittee. I believe we have a good 
chance of keeping the $50 rebate 
there " 


BUT RIGHT NOW, he said, "the re- 


bate is in trouble in the Senate If we 
voted today I don't think it would 
pass " 


Long was asked if Caiter, in his 


energy message to Congress expected 
on April 20, would propose a big in- 
crease in the gasoline tax to dis- 
courage consumption "That's not 
what they're going to recommend in 
my judgment," he replied, predicting 
there would be a "balanced program" 
involving such things as encouraging 
home insulation. 


But he said there may be a "major 


tax on the producers (of gasoline) and 
some increases in the price," with the 
net effect that both production and 
conservation will be encouraged. 


Asked if he would support a $500 tax 


on automobiles that use a lot of gaso- 
line, Long said: "If the President 
finds the courage to recommend it, I 
will find the courage to support it."

Collector pops her bottons

Emerick has a collection of more than 
5,000 buttons which she says mirror 
history since buttons were first made. 


Her collection includes ornate, 


handcarved, ivory, jasperware, black- 
glass, military, ebomy and crystal 
buttons and she'i been collecting 
them longer "than I care to remem- 
ber " 


"It would be extremely difficult to 


determine which category of button is 
the most sought after," Mrs. Emerick 
said. "All kinds of buttons are collect- 
ed by all types of people." 


Many people never throw buttons 


away. Mrs. Emerick says. They are 
used over and over and somejimes 
are included as bequests in last wills 
and testaments. 


"IN 1694, by royal declaration, but- 


ton makers had the right to siarch 
shops of tailors for illegal buttons, an 
illegal button being made of fabric 
other than hand silk," Mrs. Emerick 
said. 


"By 1693, and in the century that 


followed, buttons were m sufficieit 
quantity to survive for present day 
study," 


Mrs. Emerick's collection includes 


the first brass and silver buttons 
mass-produced in the United States in 
the early 1800s. She has every con- 
ceivable kind of button. 


HOW VALUABLE can a button col- 


lection be? 


"You do not think in terms of mon- 


ey value where buttons are con- 
cerned, only the educational value," 
Mrs Emerick said. 


To all collectors, 1918 is the divider 


between old and modern buttons, she 
said 


Military buttons reflect the nation's 


history m war and campaign buttons 
mirror its political history and she 
has them all. 


"If I see a card of buttons I like, I'll 


pick them up hoping they will be valu- 
able later on, but buttons are really 
expensive right now," Mrs. Emerick 
said.

ANOTHER PHASE of the study 


showed that charges for minor surgi- 
cal procedures also fluctuated and 
that the average stay for the same 
procedure Could vary as much as 
three days. 


C h a r g e s for hernia operations 


ranged from $826 at Holy Family to 
$1,298 at the Community Hospital of 
Evanston The average stay for the 
procedure varied from four days at 
Skokie Valley to eight and one-half 
days at St. Francis. 


Not all of the hospitals reported 


rates for all of the surgical proce- 
dures so a complete comparison was 
not made 


In summarizing the results of the 


survey, Mikva concluded rising hospi- 
tal costs have become a concern of 
President Carter and that the Presi- 
dent is planning to impose, a tight lid 
on future increases. 


Mikva said wide variation in costs 


can be attributed to hospital efforts to 
spend money on technological ad- 
vances. The survey stated that the 
rising costs in some hospital depart- 
ments caused by the purchase of mod- 
ern equipment is sometimes tacked on 
to charges in other areas of the hospi- 
tal. 


Mikva also said some insurance 


programs and government programs 
do not fully reimburse hospitals for 
actual costs and the difference must 
be made up in charges to other 
patients.

Bus line ^fast-growing': Dijohn 


The new commuter bus route link- 


ing Wheeling, Mount Prospect 
and 


Des Plaines carries as many passen- 
gers daily as it did during an entire 
week when the service began four 
months ago. 


Joseph DiJohn, executive director 


of the North Suburban Mass Transit 
district, said the route is one of the 
fastest growing suburban commuter 
lines. He said the bus line carried 919 
persons the week ending March 28, 
and wilt top 1,000 persons soon. 


"In one day we carry almost as 


many people as we carried in the first 
full week of service when the line 
started four months ago," he said. 
The bits carried 227 persons March 29, 
about the same number who climbed 
on board in the first week of operation 
in December 1976. 


DWOHN SAID THE Wheeling line is 


growing faster than the Buffalo Grove 
commuter line, which is one of the 
most successful commuter operations 
run by the Regional Transportatin Au- 
thority. The Buffalo Grove line is car- 
rying about 1.300 persons a week and 
is economically self-sufficient. It has 
been operating for about a year. 


DiJohn said the Wheeling line needs 


about 1,250 to 1,400 riders a week to 
meet the RTA minimum require- 


ments for funding of about one rider a 
mile. He said the RTA generally gives 
a new route a year trial period. 


"It's very close now and we foresee 


no problems, the number of riders on 
the Wheeling route shows the contin- 
ued growth of this line," he said. 


The RTA, which finances NOR- 


TRAN, is studying a proposal to ex- 
pand bus service hours late this sum- 
mer to include weeknights and week- 
ends. Buses now run only on week- 
days. 


THE REGIONAL bus service re- 


places the Wheeling community bus 
system that had served only village 
shopping centers and subdivisions. It 
also included routes to the Milwaukee 
Road train station in Northbrook and 
a connection to a NORTRAN route to 
the Golf Mill Shopping Center in 
Niles. 


The route begins at Milwaukee Ave- 


nue and Dundee Road, proceeds west 
on Dundee Rod to Buffalo Grove 
Road, then south to Hintz Road and 
east to Eimhurst Road. The bus then 
travels south to the Randhurst Shop- 
ping Center and the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. stations in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. The route 
is reversed in the evening. 


ONE OF THE fastest growing 
commuter lines in the suburbs is 
the route linking Wheeling, Mount

Man, 25, charged

Dttight Allan Armstrong, wanted in the United States for the 


fatal W70 bombing at the University of Wisconsin, was quietly 
arrested in his Toronto apartment and faces extradition later this 
week, police said Sunday. Armstrong, ?5, has been a fugitive for 
seven years on murder and arson charges stemming from the 
bombing Aug. 24, 1970, of the Army Mathematics Research facility 
on the UVV campus in Madison. Toronto police said Sunday Arm- 
strong was arrested late Saturday night in his apartment in a 
north Toronto residential area. Police refused any immediate in- 
formation on how long Armstrong lud been living in Toronto or his 
occupation during his stay. 


FAA probes plane collision 


Federal aviation experts investigating the collison of two planes 


near the Reading, Pa., municipal airport said Sunday one craft 
was cleared for landing just prior to the accident but the other had 
no communication with the tower. Luther Gatlin, an official of the 
National Transportation Safety Board, said an Altair Airlines twin- 
engine N'ord 262 was cleared for approach to the runway Saturday 
shortly before it collided with a single-engine Cessna 195. Four 
persons, three of them in the Nord, were killed instantly. Rescuers 
spent Easter weekend looking for more possible victims and addi- 
tional pieces of the shattered planes in a five-mile area of heavy 
woods "and steep hills. Gatlin said the Cessna "had no commu- 
nication with the Reading tower" at the time the Nord was cleared 
for approach and added no information was immediately available 
from the tapes from the tower.

Carter most influential: study 


President Carter, with an ability to ?pt people to say "I believe 


in you," is the nation's most influential leader, according to a 
survey of "key decision makers" published Sunday. Federal Re- 
serve Board Chairman Arthur Burns finished second in the poll of 
1.169 "decision makers in politics, business and the professions" 
publishpd in this week's U.S. News and World Report. Participants 
were asked to choose the six people who exercise the most in- 
fluence m national decision making. Almost all those surveyed 
chose Carter as the nation's most influential leader. One of those 
queried, identified as a midwestern state's attorney, said the 
President seems to have the ability to get people to say "I believe 
in you.' The report said a clear consensus had emerged "that 
President Carter in a short time has positioned himself firmly at 
the nation's helm." 


'Food stamp plan looks good' 


An administration official predicts Congress will approve Presi- 


dent Oder's proposal to dole out frpe food stamps even though 
the Democratic party's top congressional farm spokesmen oppose 
it Under existing law, a family eligible for food stamps must buy 
some for cash before it can receive an additional allocation of free 
"bonus" stamps. Under the proposal Carter sent Congress last 
week, there would be no purchase. An eligible family simply would 
be given the bonus stamps. Administration experts say about 7 
million of the current 17.3 million food stamp beneficiaries would 
get smaller bonuses than they now receive or would be dropped 
from the program. Others would get unchanged or increased bo- 
nuses, and nearly 3 million additional people might enter the pro- 
gram

Communists open 
offices in Madrid 


Communists in Madrid, Spain opened scores of party offices 


around Spain Sunday and celebrated the end of 38 years of illegal- 
ity and repressibn with horn-honking, flag-waving motorcades and 
neighboihood fiesta-,. Party leaders issued a statement recalling 
the sacrifices of thousands of members since the party was out- 
lawed hy the late Generalissimo Francisco Franco, and thanking 
other political groups for supporting its legalization. "We are go- 
ing to participate with full determination and responsibility in the 
(June) election in order to win them for democracy," they said. 
The government granted official recognition to the Communist 
party Saturday in a move seen as another step in Spain's abolish- 
ment of Franco-era repression and shift toward democracy. The 
party also announced the imminent return from 38 years of exile is 
Moscow of party President Dolores Ibirruri, 81, known as "La 
Pasionmia" for her stirring calls to arms during the 1936-1939 
Civil War.

Demonstrators Sunday set fire to the Libyan consulate in Alex- 


andria, Egypt retaliating against pi.ito1 shots fired at them by a 
consulate employe, press reports said. The reports said the demon- 
strators, protesting an attack Saturday on the Egyptian embassy 
in Benghazi, were marching peacefully outside the consulate 
shouting slogans against Libyan strongman Col. Moammar Khada- 
fy. The demonstration got out of hand when a Libyan consulate 
employe fired pistol shots from the terrace of the consulate's 
second floor, the reports said. The marchers retaliated by setting 
fire to the building. Firefighters extinguished the blaze after it 
destroyed the first and second floors, the reports said. About 200 
Libyans had stormed the Egyptian embassy in Benghazi Saturday, 
smashinp its windows and doors and wrecking its furniture.

A gunman of "Middle Eastern appearance" Sunday assassinated 


a former premier of the Yemen Arab Republic, his wife and a 
Yemeni diplomat in an automobile outside a luxury hotel over- 
looking Hyde Park, London. Scotland Yard said Abdulla Ahmed 
Hajari, f-,5, his wife Fatimah, 40, and Abdulla All Al-Hammani, 45, 
Minister and Plenipotentiary of the Yemen Arab Republic Embas- 
sy, were dead on arrival at a hospital. Hajari, serving as deputy 
chief of the Yemen's supreme court at the time of his death, was 
premier between 1973 and 1974. 


Hajari and his wife walked out of the 19-story Royal Lancaster 


Hotel just north of Hyde Park and »ot into their Mercedes Benz, 
driven by Hammani when they were accosted, the spokesman 
said.

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Q&A: Carter talks about the suburbs 


President Jimmy Carter has fo- 


cused on global problems and domes- 
tic emergencies during his first 10 
weeks in office, but no forum has de- 
veloped for the new administration to 
comment on problems facing subur- 
ban America. 


The administration's attitude to- 


ward the suburbs and problems such 
as busing, airport noise, revenue shar- 
ing and mass transportation are of 
special interest to millions of persons 
who live on the fringes of the nation's 
urban areas. 


In response to an offer made during 


the presidential campaign, The Her- 
ald posed a series of questions to the 


President in an effort to pinpoint his 
positions on these issues. 


The Democratic party 
platform, 


which you and your staff played some 
role in developing, devoted little di- 
rect attention to the problems of the 
suburbs. What will be your plans to 
appeal to the nomirban or nonrural 
resident? 


Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment have: 
energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, in submitting his 
proposed two-year economic stimulus 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good 
economy and efficiency in the oper- 
ation of his own office, the President 
hopes to restore the faith of Ameri- 
cans in our government, thus boosting 
increased vitality in family life and 
bringing Americans behind a national 
energy policy that will require sacri- 
fices. 


Many suburbanites left the cities to 


avoid court-ordered government hous- 
ing programs and court-ordered bus- 
ing programs, You have said you'fa- 
vored a voluntary approach on the 
busing issue, similar to the Atlanta 
school situation, but given the real in- 
dication that many people truly fear 
desegregation and apparently want to 
avoid it, what is your position on 
these two topics? Does the govern- 
ment have a role, a social engineer- 
ing type responsibility, to get all types 
of people together? 


The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 


on the busing issue; thereby, in effect 
making it the law of the land and no 
longer an issue to be decided upon by 


popular vote. The president favors a 
voluntary approach to the busing situ- 
ation, such as the one he helped or- 
ganize in Atlanta while serving as 
Governor of Georgia. President Car- 
ter recently said: "Court-ordered bus- 
ing is a proper constitutional tool, but 
it should be used only as a last resort. 
There are other ways to achieve dese- 
gregation, and they should be used 
wherever possible. For example, the 
Justice Department will help by 
bringing "biracial community groups 
together to sit down and try to work 
out a solution where necessary." 


On a more local note, the people 


who live around O'Hare International 


Airport are constantly botiiered by 
aircraft noise. What is your position 
on reducing aircraft noise? U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, whose district in- 
e l u d e s some communities near 
O'Hare, 
has introduced legislation 


which would allow local residents to 
establish a board to prepare regu- 
lations aimed at reducing 
aircraft 


noise. The majority of the boards 
would come from towns that border 
airports which do not have a pro- 
prietary interest in the facility. The 
regulations could be overturned for 
safety or economic reasons only by 
either the FAA or CAB. Do you favor

encouraged me to run and to the 
people who helped me," Kafcas said': 
He said the teachers' endorsement 
contributed to his victory "in terms of 
generating a certain amount of public 
attention to my qualifications" but "I 
would hate to single out any one en- 
dorsement as being unique."

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39,7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL KETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1,11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't tap 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) _ Home- 


owners vand renters alike are in 
for a- major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the 
sky- 


rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value 
of 
single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued to 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment figures released Friday 
showed" that the median sales 
prfce of new, single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$155 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE REPORT SAID the value 


of single-family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the inicome of their 
owners, although the ratio varied t 
considerably according to income 
level. 
' Owners with incomes of less 
than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income. In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income,' 
the report said.

The Democratic party platform,

Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment 
have: 
energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, in submitting his 
proposed two-year economic stimulus 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and' everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good 
economy and efficiency in the oper- 
ation of his own office, the President 
hopes to restore the faith of Ameri- 
cans in our government, thus boosting 
increased vitality in family life and 
bringing Americans behind a national 
energy policy that will require sacri- 
fices. 


Many suburbanites left the cities to 


avoid court-ordered government hous- 
ing programs and court-ordered bus- 
ing programs. You have said you fa- 
vored a voluntary approach on the 
busing issue, similar to the Atlanta 
school situation, but given the real in- 
dication that many people truly fear 
desegregation and apparently want to 
avoid it, what is your position on 
these two topics?

The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 


on the busing issue; thereby,, in effect 
making it the law of the land and no 
longer an issue to be decided upon by 


popular vote. The president favors a 
voluntary approach to the busing situ- 
ation, such as the one he helped or- 
ganize in Atlanta while serving as 
Governor of Georgia. President Car- 
ter recently said: "Court-ordered bus- 
ing is a proper constitutional tool, but 
it should be used only as a last resort. 
There are other ways to achieve dese- 
gregation, and they should be used 
wherever possible. For example, the 
Justice Department will help by 
bringing biracial community groups 
together to sit down and try to work 
out a solution where necessary." 


On a more local note, the people 


who live around O'Hare International 


Airport are constantly bolfiered by 
aircraft noise. What is your position 
on reducing aircraft noise? U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, whose district in- 
e l u d e s some communities near 
O'Hare, has introduced legislation 
which would allow local residents to 
establish a board to prepare regu- 
lations aimed at reducing aircraft 
noise. The majority of the boards 
would come from towns that border 
airports which do noj have a pro- 
prietary interest in the facility. The 
regulations could be overturned for 
safety or economic reasons only by 
either the FAA or CAB.

endum. At Lively Junior High School, 999 Leices- 
ter Rd., Elk Grove Village, more than 1,700 resi- 
dents patiently waited to have their say on the 


issue. The unit district proposal was rejected by 
voters by a 2-to-l margin with more than 9,000 
votes cast. 


Fisler, Seger win in Dist. 211; Karras out 


One incumbent was defeated Satur- 


day in a hotly contested race for the 
Schaumbtirg Township Dlst. 54 Board 
of Education and two incumbents won 
new terms in the High School Dist. 211 
race. 


In Dist. 54. incumbent Esther Kar- 


ras was ousted by incumbent Marga- 
ret Pageler and newcomer Peggie El- 
gin in a race for two 3-year seats. 


Mrs. Pageler. Hoffman Estates was 


the top vote-getter with 892 votes. 
Mrs. Elgin received 860 while Mrs. 
Karras received 824. Both are from 
Hoffman Estates, 


IN DIST. 211. incumbents Jean Fis- 


ler and Robert Seger easily defeated 
newcomer Susan Kenley for two 
3-year terms. 


In a race for a one-year seat new- 


comer Richard Sack, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, easily defeated Donnie Rudd, 
Hoffman Estates, a former Dist. 54 


board member. Sack received 957 
votes while Rudd received 631. 


The race for the 3-year terms be- 


came controversial late last week 
when Mrs. Karras charged that Mrs. 
Pageler was controlled by the teach- 
ers union and was leading a con- 
spiracy to fire Supt. Wayne Schaible. 


Mrs. 
Pageler, who said she was 


grateful for this "vote of confidence," 
for her second term, said she believes 
Mrs. Karras' charges "had an effect 
on the total turnout. It generated a 
higher rate of interest." 


She said, however, that she does not 


believe the charges affected her vote 
total. 


"I think it generated a balance of 


people between those who were sup- 
porting me because I was attacked 
and those who supported Esther be- 
cause of her attack." 


MRS. KARRAS, however, said she 


had expected the race to be "very, 
very close" and that her charges 
"were things I had to get out.

59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking the new unit 
district said, "Whatever we have now, 
we all have the responsibility to try to 
mend fences." 


The unit district would have com- 


bined 21 Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
elementary and junior high schools, 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village and Forest View High School 
in Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration.

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — iand more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1,11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't top 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the sky- 
rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value 
of 
single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued to 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment 
figures 
released Friday 


showed that the median sales 
price of new, single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$156 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE REPORT SAID the value 


1 of single-family homes in 1975 was 


about twice the inicome of their 
owners, although the ratio varied 
considerably according to income 
level. 


Owners with incomes of less 


than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income. In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income, 
the report said.

sharing money on eight 
projects 


urged at a public hearing in Febru- 
ary. 


One is $6,000 worth of taxi-fare sub- 


sidies for senior citizens; another is 
$19,000 toward the $60,000 cost of a 
minibus system; 
three more are 


street lighting for Milbeck Court, Bis- 
ner Road and Leeds Lane at a total 
cost of $35,000. 


KENNA SAID HIS committee also 


Is recommending $20,000 for salt and 


sand bins at the public works garage 
and $20,000 for continued study of the 
village's water needs. Both were re- 
quested -at the public hearing, he said. 


When Village Mgr. Charles Willis 


drew up a list of priorities for the fed- 
eral money, he included the taxi sub- 
sidy but not the other requests. 


Willis listed a total of 51 projects, 


including a new fire station on Mea- 
cham Road, 10 new police cars, new 
fire engine equipment and a $320,000 
payment due on a 31-acre tract at 
Landmeier and Busse roads. 


Willis' list totaled $11,527 more than 


his estimate of $1.4 million in federal 
funds. 


BUT KENNA SAID the village 


should have no trouble financing all of 
the 51 items Willis recommended and 


the additional ones recommended by 
the committee. 


Some items can be transferred to 


the general corporate fund, he said. 
There must be sufficient money, how- 
ever, in that fund to increase village 
employes' salaries, he said. 


"We have a good budget. We can 


treat our people well and not raise 
taxes," Kenna said. Last year's em- 
ploye pay increase was only about 4 
per cent because of the village's fi- 
nancial woes, he said, and "we have 
to compensate for that this year." 


Future budget sessions will decide 


how each project should be financed 
and the amount of employes' increas- 
es. Kenna said he could not estimate 
how much of an increase employes 
may receive.

Early fund-raising efforts for the 


April 19 elections are not drawing 
much support from the business com- 
munity, a traditonal revenue source, 
reports filed with Stanley T. Kusper, 
Cook Countty clerk, indicate. 


The preliminary campaign financ- 


ing reports also indicate a number of 
major candidates are running well be- 
hind their opponents' fund-raising ef- 
forts. 


Illinois law requires candidates to 


disclose contributions and spending if 
they have received or spent more 
than $1,000 during their campaign. 


THE NEW REPORTS, which cover 


up to March 19, indicate some candi- 
dates in Des Plaines. Palatine, Hoff- 
man Estates and Wheeling have not 
reached that limit. 


In Des Plaines, Mayor Charles Bo- 


lefc's report shwws a campaign fund 
of $5,075. The amount includes a 
$2,500 loan from the Des Plaines Na- 
tional Bank, 


Bolek's report lacked a required

listing total contributions, 


small contributions and expenditures. 


Bolek's largest contributon, $400, 


came from 
Reimer Brothers Ex-

Gifted children clans 


The board has approved a district- 


wide program for academically gifted 
children to begin in the fall. 


The district plans to request $34,000 


in state funding to cover materials, 
teacher training and some salaries. 
Cost to the district, for transportation 
of children and other salaries, is ex- 
pected to be about $24,000. 


Two teachers will be hired, and two 


mobile units with two classrooms 
each probably will be designated as 


an education center at one of the 
schools. 


The center is intended to serve stu- 


dents in grades three through eight 
who are academically in the top 2 to 4 
per cent of the district. 


Students will be grouped by re- 


gions, and each region -will send its 
top students to the center for one 
half-day of instruction each week. 


Seminars and teaching demonstra- 


tions will be scheduled for teachers of 
kindergarten through second grade. 


Joseph Cech, district director of 


testing and research, will screen chil- 
dren for the program, but principals, 
learning specialists and parents also 
will be involved in testing children for 
the program. 


Areas to be covered in the program 


are science and math, literature, dra- 
matic arts, and community problems 
and careers. Each section will be dis- 
cussed for a quarter of the school 
year. 


Board member Margaret Pageler 


said evaluation of the program must 
be done carefully to make sure two 
teachers can serve all the children. 


"If -we do deal with gifted children 


in a special center, we want, to be 
sure there is adequate spin-off (in in- 
struction) for the rest of the week," 
she said. 


She said the board will have to look 


into expansion of the program to oth- 
er areas where children can be classi- 
fied as gifted, including science, mo- 
tor skills, leadership and performing 
arts. 


'Spaceship earth' added 


"Spaceship Earth," the district's 


environmental 
education 
program, 


will be extended to include children 
from all 24 elementary schools next 
year. 


Currently, only children in the 


schools that feed into Frost Junior 
High School, where the district's na- 
ture center is located, participate in 
the program. 


Expansion of the program will cost 


about $3,840, mainly for transporting 
students to the center at Frost, 320 W. 
Wise Rd., Schaumburg. 


About six children from each school 


will participate for one year. It is 
hoped that those children will be able 
to help establish nature resource cen- 
ters in their schools, Mrs. Pageler 
said. 


"I think the program is very ex- 


citing," board member Elizabeth Car- 
penter said. "It's great that the resi- 
dents care enough about their chil- 
dren to have such a terrific facility."

Q&A: Carter talks about the suburbs 


President Jimmy Carter has fo- 


cused on global problems and domes- 
tic emergencies during his first 10 
weeks in office, but no forum has de- 
veloped for the new administration to 
comment on problems facing subur- 
ban America. 


The administration's attitude to- 


ward the suburbs and problems such 
as busing, airport noise, revenue shar- 
ing and mass transportation are of 
special interest to millions of persons 
who live on the fringes of the nation's 
urban areas. 


In response to an offer made during 


the presidential campaign, The Her- 
ald posed a series of questions to the 


President in an effort to pinpoint his 
positions on these issues.

The Democratic party 
platform, 


which you and your staff played some 
role in developing, devoted little di- 
rect attention to the problems of the 
suburbs. What will be your plans to 
appeal to the nonurban or nonrural 
resident? 


Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment 
have: energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, in submitting his 
proposed two-year economic stimulus 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good 
economy and efficiency in the oper- 
ation of his own office, the President 
hopes to restore the faith of Ameri- 
cans in our government, thus boosting 
increased vitality in family life and 
bringing Americans behind a national 
energy policy that will require sacri- 
fices. 


Many suburbanites left the cities to 


avoid court-ordered government hous- 
ing programs and court-ordered bus- 
ing programs. You have said you fa- 
vored a' voluntary approach on the 
busing issue, similar to the Atlanta 
school situation, but given the real in- 
dication that many people truly fear 
desegregation and apparently want to 
avoid it, what is your position on 
these two topics? Does the govern- 
ment have a role, a social engineer- 
ing type responsibility, to get all types 
of people together? 


The U.S. Supreme Court has ruled 


on the busing issue; thereby, in-effect 
making it the law of the land and no 
longer an issue to be decided upon by 


popular vote. The president favors a 
voluntary approach to the busing situ- 
ation, such as the one he helped or- 
ganize in Atlanta while serving as 
Governor-of Georgia. President Car- 
ter recently said: "Court-ordered bus- 
ing is a proper constitutional tool, but 
it should be used only as a last resort. 
There are other ways to achieve dese- 
gregation, and they should be used 
wherever possible. For example, the 
Justice 
Department 
will help by 


bringing biracial community groups 
together to sit down and try to work 
out a solution where necessary." 


On a more local note, the people 


who live around O'Hare International 


Airport are constantly bolliered by 
aircraft noise. What is your position 
on reducing aircraft noise? U.S. Rep. 
Abner J. Mikva, whose district in- 
e l u d e s some communities near 
O'Hare, has introduced legislation 
which would allow local residents to 
establish a board to prepare regu- 
lations aimed at reducing aircraft 
noise. The majority of the boards 
would come from towns that border 
airports which do not have a pro- 
prietary interest in the facility. The 
regulations could be overturned for 
safety or economic reasons only by 
either the FAA or CAB. Do you favor

Susan Kenley for two 3-year terms. 


In a race for a one-year seat in 


Dist. 54 newcomer Richard Sack, Elk 
Grove Village, easily defeated Donnie 
Rudd, Hoffman Estates, a former 
Dist. 54 board member. Sack received 
957 votes while Rudd's total was 631. 


The race for the 3-year terms be- 


came controversial late last week 
when Mrs. Karras charged that Mrs.

Voters kill unit district plan by 2-1 margin

Voters, by a 2-1 margin, defeated 


the Elk Grove Township unit school 
district referendum Saturday, and of- 
ficials from both factions in the sec- 
cessionist struggle say their jobs are 
to heal the divisions created during 
the weeks of bitter campaigning. 


The referendum went down to de- 


feat at every polling place. At the two 
precincts hi Elk Grove Village, where 
residents were expected to favor the 
proposal because of possible financial 


benefits, the question was defeated by 
34 and 98 votes. 


Reacting to the overwhelming nega- 


tive vote, Cook County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick said he believed 
people were against "cutting up the 
district." 


"Why deter a good thing by trying 


to fragment it?" Martwick said. 


LEAH CUMMINS, a member of a 


committee of Dist. 59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking the new unit 
district said, "Whatever we have now, 


we all have the responsibility to try to 
mend fences." 


The unit district would have com- 


bined 21 Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
elementary and junior high schools, 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village and Forest View High School 
in Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration.

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426,41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1,11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't top 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the sky- 
rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value 
of 
single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued to 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment 
figures 
released Friday 


showed that the median sales 
price of new, single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$156 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE REPORT SAID the value 


of single-family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the inicome ofHheir 
owners, although the ratio varied 
considerably according to income 
level. 


Owners with incomes of less 


than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income, 
the report said.

Unit opposition candidates 
win Dist. 59 board seats 


A slate of candidates opposing the 


unit school district referendum and 
the only Incumbent who compaigned 
against the unit proposal were elected 
to the Dist. 59 Board of Education. 


Elected were incumbent Paul Kuch- 


arski and newcomers Harold Harvey 
and Sharon Chavoen. 


Dist. 59 residents who turned out in 


huge numbers to vote on the unit dis- 
trict issue also rejected the reelection 
bids of incumbents Avis Wold, Donald 
Zommer and Gerald Smiley. 


For two 3-year seats, Kucharskl 


was the top vote-getter with 6,066 
votes and Harvey had 4,593 votes. 
Mrs. Wold received 1,982 votes and 
Zommer polled 2,528. Newcomer Saul 
Cohen, also trying for a 3-year seat, 
received 1,000 votes. 


MRS. CHAVOEN beat Smiley for a 


one-year seat on the board. Voters 


cast 5,270' ballots for Mrs. Chavoen 
and 2,548 ballots for Smiley. 


Richard Stamm, a newcomer who 


was unopposed for a two-year term, 
was elected with 7,068 votes. 


Kucharski said he was "personally 


elated" by the unit district's defeat 
and his own victory. 


"It's been a rough struggle," said 


Kucharski, 803 Victoria Ln., Arlington 
Heights. "We're not going to change 
things overnight. But we will do our 
very best to bring the level of educa- 
tion in Dist. 59 up to the level (resi- 
dents) want and really deserve." 


Harvey, 200 Marshall, Des Plaines, 


was a member of the Dist. 59 board 
from 1969 to 1971. With his election 
Saturday Harvey said, "The citizens 
of this area have turned down the way 
their school district has been run the 
past four or five years." 


DESCRIBING DIST. 59 as a "sick 


district" trying to regain its health 
through a unit district, Harvey said, 
"It is up to the new board of Dist, 59 
to make 59 well." 
, 


Mrs, Chavoen, 41C Burgundy Ct., 


Elk Grove Village, said "It has 
proved the Dist. 59 Board of Educa- 
tion has failed to give what the people 
wanted," she said. "People basically 
have said they want it to remain the 
way it is and to clean house up." 


After his defeat Smile said, "It is 


obvious the community wants 
a 


change. I had hoped to be part of that 
change'." 


Zommer said he believes his loss 


was related to the defeat of the unit 
district, with voters tying the referen- 
dum to the board election. 


Mrs. Wold could not be reached for 


comment this weekend.

OF THE 9,317 voters who turned out 


for the referendum, 6,299 cast their 
ballots against the unit district and 
3,018 cast their ballots for it. 


The referendum suffered its worst 


loss at Holmes Junior High School in 
Mount Prospect where it went down 
by a margin of 7 to 1. 


At Dempster Junior High School in 


Mount Prospect the loss also was 
overwhelming with the referendum 
failing by a margin of 3 to 1. 


The unit district came closest to 


passage at the two Elk Grove Village 
precincts where unit district suppor- 
ters were expecting success. 


At Lively Junior High School in Elk 


Grove Village the referendum failed 
by only 34 votes and at Grove Junior 
High School in Elk Grove Village the 
unit district lost by 98 votes.

A 1 per cent dip in the unemploy- 


ment rate since Jan. 1, according to 
federal statistics, means Northwest 
suburban local governments will re- 
ceive only a fraction of earlier federal 
relief payments.

THE MONEY comes from a new 


f e d e r a l revenue-sharing program 
started last July. 


Labeled "qnhrecesstonal fiscal as- 


sistance," each local government's 
share of the $125 billion fund is based 
on the local unemployment rate and 
the amount of general revenue-shar- 
ing already received. Payments are 
calculated through a complicated for- 
mula involving population, local in- 
come levels and local tax collections. 


To make matters more confusing, 


most Northwest suburbs have been 


assigned an arbitrary unemployment 
rate of 4.7 per cent because treasury 
department 
officials say the U.S. 


Dept. of Labor measures the actual 
unemployment only for Cook County 
and its larger municipalities. 


IN THE NORTHWEST suburbs, the 


labor department measures 
unem- 


ployment only in Arlington Heights 
and Des Plaines. The latest rates are 
3.5 per cent for Arlington Heights and 
4.1 per cent for Des Plaines, both sub- 
stantially lower than the 4.5 per cent 
that automatically qualifies commu- 
nities for the program. 


April payments of $312 million were 


mailed to about 17,000 communities 
throughout the nation. Final payments 
in the program totaling about $62,5 
million will be distributed in July. 


Elk Grove Village, with earlier pay- 


ments totaling $21,639, the highest 
payment in the Northwest suburbs, 
did not receive an April payment. 


A U.S. TREASURY DEPT. spokes- 


man said figures were not available 
for Buffalo Grove.

IN A CIVIL war between school dis- 


tricts the secessionists lost. And the 
victors from High School Dist. 214, 
who were fighting to keep the union 
intact, proclaimed "Thanks for Keep- 
ing Us Together" on a huge sign 
taped on a ballroom wall. 


AN EXULTANT crowd filled the 


aisles of the ballroom as leaders of 
the battle took bows from table tops 


and made speeches while standing on 
chairs. 


One of the heroes of the evening 


was Cook County School Supt. Rich- 
ard Martwick, who originally recom- 
mended not holding the referendum 
based on Dist. 214's merits and be- 
cause of the potential damage to Dist. 
214. 


Martwick held a cigar with one 


hand as he greeted well-wishers with 
his other hand. Pointing to a high 
school student at his side, Martwick 
said, "there's an answer" to why vot- 
ers defeated the unit district proposal. 


"IF THIS 2-to-l VOTE isn't supjior- 


tive of Dist. 214, I don't know what 
is," Martwick said. 


Another delighted winner was Ed- 


ward Gilbert, superintendent of High 
School Dist. 214. 


Pronouncing his "faith in people," 


Gilbert said he was 
"particularly 


pleased because I believe the people 
in this area took a hard look and 


made a decision for education. 


"I believe the kind of educational 


program the people of Dist. 214 have 
was held in high esteem," Gilbert 
said. "People were cautious in casting 
that away."

214 Saturday night, some unit 
district opponents 
still had harsh

unit district. 


The reason Dist. 59 unit district 


hopefuls lost the election, "is because 
they've been running a $15 million 
corporation like a hot dog stand," 
said Harold Harvey, a newly elected 
Dist. 59 board member. 


The 10 people "who started this non- 


sense" to which Kenna referred were 
members of the Committee of 10 Dist. 
59 residents who filed 
the petition, 


seeking formation of the unit district.

"I challenge the 
Committee of 10 on Monday morning 
to see what they will do next."

THE NEW REPORTS, which cover 


up to March 19, indicate some candi- 
dates in Des Plaines, Palatine, Hoff- 
man Estates and Wheeling have not 
reached that limit. 


In Des Plaines, Mayor Charles Bo- 


lek's report shwws a campaign fund 
of $5,075. The amount includes a 
$2,500 loan from the Des Plaines Na- 
tional B'ank. 


Bolek's report lacked a required 


section 
listing total contributions, 


small contributions and expenditures. 


Bolek's largest contributon, $400, 


came from Reimer Brothers Ex- 
cavating Co., Elk Grove Village. He 
also received two contributons from 
Otto J. Semrow, brother of the politi- 
cally prominent Harry Semrow of Chi- 
cago. The Semrow contributions, in- 
cluding one from a civic fund, total 
$400. 


Spokesman for two other mayor 


candidates, David Wolf and Herbert 
Volberding, 
said 
their 
candidates 


have not filed spending reports be- 
cause they have not raised or spent 
$1,000. Wolf and Volberding are gener- 
ally regarded as Bolek's major oppo- 
nents in the seven contestant field. 


THE MAYORAL race in Mount 


Prospect shows Trustee Michael Min- 
ton reported $3,165 in contributions 
and loans, and no expenditures while 
his opponent, Trustee Edward Rhea, 
reports $1,890 in contributions and 
$1,712 in expenses. 


Aside from a $640 loan from his law 


firm, Minton lists all of his contribu- 
tions as being less than $150, which do 
not require identification of the do- 
nors. 


Rhea is the largest contributor to 


his own campaign with two contrib- 
utions totalling $877. 


His expenditures included $130 for 


bumper stickers, and $150 to purchase 
car top signs from the unsuccessful 
Samuel H. Young for Congress cam- 
paign. 


The third mayoral candidate, Caro- 


lyn Krauser, listed about $1,200 in 
c o n t r i b u t i o n s and $1,500 in ex- 
penditures. Like Rhea, Mrs. Krause 
said she is her own biggest contrib- 
utor with about $300. 


COUNTY OFFICIALS had not put 


her report in the files at the time of 
The Herald's inspection. 


The Wheeling Citizen's Party has 


not filed the campaign spending re- 
port according to campaign manager 
Jack Metzger. He said the party will 
report $1,120 in spending up to the 
March 20 deadline. 


Metzger said about one-half of the 


funds were raised through a cocktail 
party and the -other one-half came 
chiefly from the candidates on the 
ticket, who have each donated about 
$100. 


_The report on file for the BEST par- 
ty, headed by Trustee Otis Hedlund, 
shows aoout $730 in contributons with 
the bulk coming from the candidates.

teachers can serve all the children. 


"If we do deal with gifted children 


in a special center, we want to be 
sure there is adequate spin-off (in in- 
struction) for the rest of the week," 
she said. 


She said the board will have to look 


into expansion of the program to oth- 
er areas where children can be classi- 
fied as gifted, including science, mo- 
tor skills, leadership and performing 
arts, 


'Spaceship earth' added 


"Spaceship Earth," the district's 


environmental 
education 
program, 


will be extended to include children 
from all 24 elementary schools next 
year. 


Currently, only children in the 


schools that feed into Frost Junior 
High School, where the district's na- 
ture center is located, participate in 
the program. 


Expansion of the program will cost 


about $3,840, mainly for transporting 


students to the center at Frost, 320 W. 
Wise Rd., Schaumburg. 


About six children from each school 


will participate for one year. It is 
hoped that those children will be able 
to help establish nature resource cen- 
ters in their schools, Mrs. Pageler 
said.

Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in 
every 
environment 
have: 
energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, in submitting his 
proposed two-year economic sti 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good

Voters, by a 2-1 margin, defeated 


the Elk Grove Township unit school 
district referendum Saturday, and of- 
ficials from both factions in the sec- 
cessionist struggle say their jobs are 
to heal the divisions created during 
the weeks of bitter campaigning.

feat at every polling place. At the two 
precincts in Elk Grove Village, where 
residents were expected to favor the 
proposal because of possible financial 
benefits, the question was defeated by 
34 and 98 votes.

59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking the new unit 
district said, "Whatever we have now, 
we all have the responsibility to try to 
mend fences.''

59 
elementary and junior high schools, 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village and Forest View High School 
in Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration.

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of 
1 the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447,58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest, ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1,11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income "tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures &how a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute th«ir tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't top 
housing cost hike: study

Good old days and prices 
return to Corrado9s menu

Remember when you could have 


dinner at a nice restaurant and every- 
thing from appetizer to coffee cost 
about $5? 


Those memories are alive this week 


at Corrado's restaurant, 310 W. Rand 
Rd., Arlington Heights, where owner 
Corrado Barsella brings back the 
menu and prices of 1952 to celebrate 
his ZSth year in business. 


"We had people calling in for reser- 


vations last week already." Barsella 
said. "And others have phoned and 
asked what our prices are. But I don't 
tell them. Let them be curious enough 
to come over and find out for them- 
selves." 


THE 1952 PRICES range from $3.75 


for spaghetti or mostaccioli with meat 
sauce to $7.50 for T-Bone steak. The 
current menu, ranges from $4.50 for 
spaghetti to $10.85 for T-Bone steak 
and $12.50 for lobster. The prices are 


good for dinner items today through 
Friday this week only. 


Barseila, a native Italian, opened 


his first restaurant in Chicago 25 
years ago and moved the operation to 
Arlington Heights in 1964. 


In most cases prices have almost 


doubled in 25 years, although the cost 
of pafita dishes hasn't increased as 
fast as seafood and steak. 


The biggest difference is the cost of 


a cup of coffee. It was 15 cents in 1952 
and is 50 cents today. 


SOME ITEMS on the origins I menu 


have been omitted because Barsella 
said he couldn't afford to cut the 
prices. For example, shrimp cocktail 
used to be 75 cents and on the current 
menu is $3.50. Barsella said each of 
the five shrimp now costs him 50 
cents. 


And lobster, which used to be $4.75, 


is on the special menu for $6.75. 


That's still much less than the regular 
price of $12.50. 


While menu prices have risen, Bar- 


sella said his profit has dropped. 


"To make the same profit as we did 


25 years ago, prices would have to be 
three or four times as much as they 
were, but people wouldn't be able to 
afford that. 


"MENU ITEMS used to cost me 25 


per cent what we charged," he said. 
"Now it's about 65 per cent, so my 
percentage of profit has been cut in 
half." 


Barsella said he expects the lower 


prices to attract customers. 


"We usually have 250 or 300 a week, 


counting lunches and dinners," he 
said. "This week I expect to have that 
many every night just for dinner. 
People are really interested to find 
out just how much things have gone 
up."

Rich- 
ard Martwick, who originally recom- 
mended not holding the referendum 
based on Dist. 214's merits and be- 
cause of the potential damage to Dist. 
214. 


Martwick held a cigar with .one 


hand as he greeted well-wishers with 
his other hand. P'ointing to a.,high 
school student at his side, Martwick 
said, "there's an answer" to why vot- 
ers defeated the unit district proposal. 


"IF THIS 2-to-l VOTE isn't supiror- 


tive of Dist.? 214, I don't ..know what 
is," Martwick said.

4 years of tough probing 
from Zimmerman to end

Something will be missing when the 


new Palatine Township Board of 
Trustees has its first meeting in May. 


The voice of Charles M. Zimmer- 


man, an outspoken and probing voice, 
on the board for four years, will not 
be heard. 


Zimmerman passed up a bid for re- 


election to a second term on the board 
and instead challenged 12-year in- 
cumbent Howard Olsen for the GOP 
nomination for township supervisor. 
He lost that effort by a 4 to 1 margin 
in a meeting of Republican precinct 
captains. 


THE DEFEAT ended not only his 


hope of leading the township, but any 
involvement by Zimmerman as a pub- 
lic official in Palatine Township for 
the next four years. But he says he 
doesn't regret it. 


"NOT 
ONE BIT," 
Zimmerman 


said. "What I did was good for the 
township Republican organization. It 
gave a lot of people a chance to really 
think about things. From this point on 
if they are not happy with the way 
things turn out, at least they know 
they had the chance and they'll have 
to live with it." 


Zimmerman said his bid for the su- 


pervisor's nomination also was "a 
good experience for the township and 
the press." 


"The Republican organization has 


been accused of being a closed shop," 
Zimmerman said. "I think we had a 
very definite internal struggle and it 
showed the people that organization 
does not follow whatever Bernie Pe- 
dersen (GOP committeernan) says. It 
showed he allows the organization and 
the people within it to decide what 
they want to do." 


ZIMMERMAN SAID he is "content 


right now to relax for a while" from 
public service, but said he will remain 
"very active" with the township Re- 
publican organization and the Village 
of Hoffman Estates, where he and his 


family live. 


Zimmerman, a lawyer, is deputy 


committeeman in charge of finances 
for the township GOP and his wife 
Nancy is involved with the Republican 
Women's Organization. 


AS A MEMBER of the township 


board, Zimmerman often took the role 
of devil's advocate when agencies 
carne to the board to request financ- 
ing. Requests for financing by the 
Palatine 
Township Senior Citizens 


Council and the youth committee in 
particular frequently met tough ques- 
tioning from Zimmerman. He said he 
could not predict whether another 
member of the board would till that 
void during the next four years. 


"I think we're just going to have to 


wait and see what the board does," 
Zimmerman said. "If other members 
of the board think the tilings 1 was 
after in my questioning were impor- 
tant, they will get asked by somebody 
else on the board." 


He termed his successor on the 


board, James Wilson, as a "solid, 
steady type of person" who will con- 
sider things carefully before making a 
decision. 


ZIMMERMAN SAID the boldness of 


his bid to unseat Olsen as township 
supervisor will not affect the amount 
of support he receives from the town- 
ship GOP if he runs for office again. 


"I don't think my bid for supervisor 


made people think any better or less 
of me regarding my years of public 
service as an auditor," he said. "I 
have always done what I thought was 
right. I think most would agree I have 
been a good one (board member.)" 


Though his name has been men- 


tioned by Palatine Township Republi- 


cans as a person who may sometime 
seek higher office, such as state rep- 
resentative, Zimmerman denied he 
has any such plans at the present 
time.

Voters, by a 24 margin, defeated 


the Elk Grove Township unit school 
district referendum Saturday, and of- 
ficials from both factions in the sec- 
cessionlst struggle say their jobs are 
to heal the divisions created during 
the weeks of bitter campaigning. 


The referendum went down to de- 


feat at every polling place. At the two 
precincts in Elk Grove Village, where 
residents were expected to favor the 
proposal because of possible financial 


benefits, the question was defeated by 
34 and 98 votes. 


Reacting to the overwhelming nega- 


tive vote, Cook County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick said he believed 
people were against "cutting up the 
district." 


"Why deter a good thing by trying 


to fragment it?" Martwick said. 


LEAH CUMMINS, a member of a 


committee of Dist. 59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking the new unit 
district said, "Whatever we have now, 


we all have the responsibility to try to 
mend fences." 


The unit district would have com- 


bined 21 Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
elementary and junior high schools, 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village and Forest View High School 
in Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration, 


"It seems clear the people said they

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD—The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year, 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said. 
i 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39,7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417,26 at the same time last 
year. 


A F T E R ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that' as of 


April 1,11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled. 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13.4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was,4.7 per cent. ' 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases won't tap 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
to keep pace with the sky- 
rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the median 
value of single-family 
homes 


. jumped nearly 73 per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose '40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued tp 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment 
figures released Friday 


showed that the median sales 
price of new, single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the 'situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$156 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE .REPORT SAID the value 


of single-family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the inicome of their 
owners, although the ratio varied 
considerably according to income 
level. 


Owrters with incomes of less 


than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income. In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income, 
the report said.

"We're not going to change 
things overnight. But we will do our 
very best to bring the level of educa- 
tion in Dist, 59 up to the level (resi- 
dents) want and really deserve." 


Harvey, 200 Marshall, Des Plaines, 


was a member of the Dist. 59 board 
from 1969 to 1971. With his election 
Saturday Harvey said, "The citizens 
of this area have turned down the way 
their school district has been run the 
past four or five years." 


DESCRIBING DIST. 59 as a "sick 


district" trying to regain its health 
through a unit district, Harvey said, 
"It is up to the new board of Dist. 59 
to make 59 well." 


Mrs. Chavoen, 41C Burgundy Ct, 


Elk Grove Village, said "It has 
proved the Dist. 59 Board of Educa- 
tion has failed to give what the people 
wanted," she said. "People basically 
have said they want it to remain the 
way it is and to clean house up."

Good old days and prices 
return to Corrado's menu

Remember when you could have 


dinner at a nice restaurant and every- 
thing from appetizer to coffee cost 
about $5? 


Those memories are alive this week 


at Corrado's restaurant, 310 W. Rand 
Rd., Arlington Heights, where owner 
Corrado Barsella brings back the 
menu and prices of 1952 to celebrate 
his 25th year in business. 


"We had people calling in for reser- 


vations last week already," Barsella 
said. "And others have phoned and 
asked what our prices are. But I don't 
tell them. Let them be curious enough 
to come over and find out for them- 
selves." 


THE 1952 PRICES range from $3.75 


for spaghetti or mostaccioli with meat 
sauce to $7.50 for T-Bone steak. The 
current menu, ranges from $4.30 for 
spaghetti to $10.85 for T-Bone steak 
and $12.50 for lobster. The prices are 


good for dinner items today through 
Friday this week only. 


Barsella, a native Italian, opened 


his first restaurant in Chicago 25 
years ago and moved the operation to 
Arlington Heights in 1964. 


In most cases prices have almost 


doubled in 25 years, although the cost 
of paiita dishes hasn't increased as 
fast as seafood and steak. 


The biggest difference is the cost of 


a cup of coffee. It was 15 cents in 1952 
and is 50 cents today. 


SOME ITEMS on the original menu 


have been omitted because Barsella 
said he couldn't afford to cut the 
prices. For example, shrimp cocktail 
used to be 75 cents and on the current 
menu is $3.50. Barsella said each of 
the five shrimp now costs him 50 
cents. 


And lobster, which used to be $4.75, 


is on the special menu for $6.75. 


That's still much less than the regular 
price of $12,50. 


While menu prices have risen, Bar- 


sella said his profit has dropped. 


"To make the same profit as we did 


25 years ago, prices would have to be 
three or four times as much as they 
were, but people wouldn't be able to 
afford that. 


"MENU ITEMS used to cost me 25 


per cent what we charged," he said. 
"Now it's about 65 per cent, so my 
percentage of profit has been cut in 
half." 


Barsella said he expects the lower 


prices to attract i:ustomers. 


"We usually have 250 or 300 a week, 


counting lunches and dinners," he 
said. "This week I expect to have that 
many every night just for dinner. 
People are really interested to find 
out just how much things have gone 
up."

Something will be missing when the 


new Palatine Township Board 
of 


Trustees has its first meeting in May. 


The voice of Charles M. Zimmer- 


man, an outspoken and probing voice, 
on the board for four years, will not 
be heard. 


Zimmerman passed up a bid for re- 


election to a second term on the board 
and instead challenged 12-year in- 
cumbent Howard Olsen for the GOP 
nomination for township supervisor. 
He lost that effort by a 4 to 1 margin 
in a meeting of Republican precinct 
captains. 


THE DEFEAT ended not only his 


hope of leading the township, but any 
involvement by Zimmerman as a pub- 
lic official in Palatine Township for 
the next four years. But he says he 
doesn't regret it. 


"NOT 
ONE BIT," Zimmerman 


said. "What I did was good for the 
township Republican organization. It 
gave a lot of people a chance to really 
think about things. From this point on 
if they are not happy with the way 
things turn out, at least they know 
they had the chance and they'll have 
to live with it." 


Zimmerman said his bid for the su- 


pervisor's nomination also was "a 
good experience for the township and 
the press." 


"The Republican organization has 


been accused of being a closed shop," 
Zimmerman said. "I think we had a 
very definite internal struggle and it 
showed the people that organization 
does not follow whatever Bernie Pe- 
dersen (GOP committeeman) says. It 
showed he allows the organization and 
the people within it to decide what 
they want to do." 


ZIMMERMAN SAID he is "content 


right now to relax for a while" from 
public service, but said he will remain 
"very active" with the township Re- 
publican organization and the Village 
of Hoffman Estates, where he and his

ZIMMERMAN SAID the boldness of

service as an auditor," he said. "I 
have always done what I thought was 
right.

Citizens in the suburbs face many of 


the same problems that Americans in

environment have: energy 


shortages; high prices; lack of con- 
fidence in government; a decline in 
strength of the family unit; and, 
unemployment. This is to name only a 


few. The President, in submitting his 
proposed two-year economic stimulus 
package to Congress, feels that get- 
ting America's economy moving solid- 
ly again — with the participation of- 
the people — is one major step to help 
those in our suburbs and everywhere. 
Second, by providing a model of good 
economy and efficiency in the oper- 
ation of his own office, the President 
hopes to restore the faith of Ameri-

Voters, by a 2-1 margin, defeated 


the Elk Grove Township unit school 
district referendum Saturday, and of- 
ficials from both factions in the sec- 
cessionist struggle say their jobs are 
to heal the divisions created during 
the weeks of bitter campaigning. 


The referendum went down to de- 


feat at every polling place. At the two 
precincts in Elk Grove Village, where 
residents were expected to favor the 
proposal because of possible financial 
benefits, the question was- defeated by 
34 and 98 votes. 


Reacting to the overwhelming nega- 


tive vote, Cook County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick said he believed 
people were against "cutting up the 
district." 


"Why deter a good thing by trying 


to fragment it?" Martwick said. 


LEAH CUMMINS, a member-of a 


committee of Dist. 59 residents who 
filed the petition seeking the new unit 
district said, "Whatever we have now, 
we all have the responsibility to try to 
mend fences." 


The unit district would have com- 


bined 21 Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
elementary and junior high schools, 
Elk Grove High School in Elk Grove 
Village and Forest View High School 
in Arlington Heights under one school 
board and administration. 


"It seems clear the people said they

Taxpayers get record 
refunds; errors up too 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-The 
IRS 


says Americans are getting record 
high income tax refunds this year — 
an average $448 so far — and more 
are checking off a buck or two for 
presidential campaign funds than did 
last year. 


But taxpayers also are making a lot 


more mistakes in filling out their 1976 
returns — especially the so-called 
short form, 1040A. 


Of the 83 million returns expected to 


be filed by Saturday's deadline, near- 
ly 47 million had been processed as of 
April 1, Internal Revenue Service 
spokesmen said, 


Of the 47 million taxpayers who 


have been through the mill, 39.7 mil- 
lion got refunds. The average amount 
returned has been $447.58, compared 
with $417.26 at the same time last 
year, 


A F T E R 
ALL RETURNS were 


counted last year, the average refund 
was $426.41 — the highest ever up to 
that time. 


IRS statistics also show that, as of 


April 1, 11.2 million returns authorized 
either $1 or $2 of their income tax to' 
be used for the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign. The money authorized totaled 
$17.2 million. 


The IRS released figures showing 


the number of mistakes made by tax- 
payers also has jumped dramatically. 


The figures show a 13!4 per cent er- 


ror rate on the 1040A "short form" as 
of March 19, and a 9.4 per cent rate 
on the longer form 1040. - 


A year ago, the combined error rate 


for both types was 8.8 per cent, and in 
1975 it was 4.7 per cent. 


Officials blame the 1976 Tax Reform 


Act, which forced taxpayers using the 
short form to compute their tax math- 
ematically for the first time. 


Pay increases ivon't top 
housing cost hike: study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Home- 


owners and renters alike are in 
for a major disappointment if 
they expect their annual incomes 
•to keep pace with the sky- 
rocketing cost of housing, a gov- 
ernment survey said Sunday. 


The study, released jointly by 


the Census Bureau and the Dept. 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, showed that the .median 
value of single-family 
homes 


jumped nearly 73 ,per cent be- 
tween 1970 and late 1975. 


At the beginning of the decade, 


the value was $17,100. As of Octo- 


ber, 1975, the value for the home 
was $29,500. 


DURING THE SAME period, 


the study said, median inclume 
for homeowners rose 40 per cent 
— from $9,700 to $13,600. 


Housing costs have continued to 


climb rapidly since then. Govern- 
ment figures released 
Friday 


showed that the median sales 
price of new, single-family homes 
was $47,500. 


For renters, the situation was 


much the same, the report said. 


Median monthly rents, including 


utilities, increased from $108 to 
$156 during the 1970-75 period, a 44 


per cent climb. At the same time, 
renters' median income increased, 
25 per cent, from $6,300 to $7,900. 


THE REPORT SAID the value 


of single-family homes in 1975 was 
about twice the inicome of their 
owners, although the ratio varied 
considerably according to income 
level. 


Owners with incomes of less 


than $5,000 annually lived in hous- 
ing valued at an average of four 
times their income. In the upper 
income group, $25,000 or more, 
the value of homes was an aver- 
age of less than 1.5 times income, 
the report said.

arski and newcomers Harold Harvey 
and Sharon Chuvoen. 


Dist. 59 residents who turned out in 


huge numbers to vote on the unit dis- 
trict issue also rejected the reelection 
bids of incumbents Avis Wold, Donald 
Zommer and Gerald Smiley. 


For two 3-year seats, Kucharskl 


was the top vote-getter with 8,066 
votes and Harvey had 4,593 votes. 
Mrs. Wold received 1,982 votes and 
Zommer polled 2,528. Newcomer Saul 
Cohen, also trying for a 3-year seat, 
received 1,000 votes. 


MRS. CHAVOEN beat Smiley for a 


one-year seat on the board. Voters 


cast 5,270 ballots for Mrs. Chavoen 
and 2,548 ballots for Smiley. 


Richard Stamm, a newcomer who 


was unopposed for a two-year term, 
was elected with 7,068 votes. 


Kucharski said he was "personally 


elated" by the unit district's defeat 
and his own victory. 


"It's been a rough struggle," said 


Kucharski, 803 Victoria Ln., Arlington 
Heights. "We're not going to change 
things overnight. But we will do our 
very best to bring the level of educa- 
tion in Dist, 59 up to the level (resi- 
dents) want and really deserve." 


Harvey, 200 Marshall, Des Plaines, 


was a member of the Dist. 59 board 
from 1969 to 1971. With his election 
Saturday Harvey said, "The citizens 
of this area have turned down the way 
their school district has been run the 
past four or five years." 


DESCRIBING DIST. 59 as a "sick 


district" trying to regain its health 
through a unit district, Harvey said, 
"It is up to the new board of Dist. 59 
to make 59 well." 


Mrs. Chavoen, 41C Burgundy Ct, 


Elk Grove Village, said "It has 
proved the Dist. 59 Board of Educa- 
tion has failed to give what the people 
wanted," she said. "People basically 
have said they want it to remain the 
-way it is and to clean house up." 


After his defeat Smile said, ''It is 


obvious the community wants a 
change. I had hoped to be part of that 
change." 


Zommer said he believes his loss 


was related to the defeat of the unit 
district, with voters tying the referen- 
dum to the board election.

Rhea urges residents only 
use commuter parking lot 


Restricted parking in the Maple 


Street commuter lot for Mount Pros- 
pect residents only has been proposed 
by mayoral candidate Edward B. 
Rhea Jr. 


Rhea said the new regulation would 


ease the frustration of several com- 
muters, living in the village, who con- 
tinually find the parking lots filled as 
early as 7:30 a.m. every day. Commu- 
ters from other communities are tak- 
ing the parking spaces, he said. 


"I have spoken with people through- 


out the village and have been made 
aware of the acute parking problem 
experienced by commuters and others 
coming to our downtown area follow- 
ing early morning commuter rush 
hours and during the day," Rhea said. 
"Village residents are having more 
and more trouble finding a place to 
park in our commuter lots." 


THE PARKING LOT, on Maple 


Street between the Chicago and North 


Western Ry. tracks and Lions Park, 
is used by commuters from the North- 
west suburban area. Only about 40 
per cent of the 200 parking spaces in 
the lot are used regularly by Mount 
Prospect residents, village officials 
say. The Maple Street lot has about 97 
per cent occupancy daily. It costs 50 
cents to park all day in the Maple 
Street lot, 


"A number of other communities 


have successfully adopted this type of 
arrangement for their own residents 
and I believe it is tune we service our 
own people in like manner," Rhea 
said. "The village should take prompt 
action to solve this situation." 


Des Plaines, Park Ridge and North- 


brook operate parking lots restricted 
to their own residents. 


Mount Prospect operates four com- 


muter parking lots in the downtown 
area. Three of the lots are owned by 
the railroad. Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Eppley said restricted parking is not 
very common but it could be enforced 
in the Maple Street lot — the only 
parking lot downtown owned by 
Mount Prospect. 


"I THINK IT would be great," Ep- 


pley said, "because I'm continually 
besieged by people that live out here 
who can't find a parking space unless 
they get out very early in the morning 
and take earlier trains (to Chicago)." 


Rhea said the restricted parking 


plan could be enforced by checking 
cars in the Maple Street lot for Mount 
Prospect vehicle stickers. Violators 
would be issued parking tkkets. 


The lack of both commuter 
and 


shopper parking in Mount Prospect's 
central business district has long been 
a concern of village officials. Other 
recommendations for improving and 
expanding the Maple Street lot are 
proposed in the new downtown devel- 
opment plan. 


Bus line ^fast-growing': Dijohn 


The new commuter bus route link- 


ing Wheeling, Mount Prospect and 
Des Plaines carries as many passen- 
gers daily as it did during an entire 
week when the service began four 
months a'go. 


Joseph DiJohn, executive director 


of the North Suburban Mass Transit 
district, said the route is one of the 
fastest growing suburban commuter 
lines. He said the bus line carried 919 
persons the week ending March 28, 
and will top 1,000 persons soon. 


''In one day we carry almost as 


many people as we carried in the first 
full week of service when the line 
started four months ago," be said. 
The bus carried 227 persons March 29, 
about the same number who climbed 
on board in the first week of operation 
in December 1976. 


DIJOHN SAID THE Wheeling line is 


growing faster than the Buffalo Grove 
commuter line, which is one of the 
most: successful commuter operations 
run by the Regional Transportatin Au- 
thority. The Buffalo Grove line is car- 
rying about 1,300 persons a week and 
is economically self-sufficient. It has 
been operating for about a year. 


DiJohn said the Wheeling line needs 


about 1.250 to 1,400 riders a week to 
meet the RTA minimum require- 


ments for funding of about one rider a 
mile. He said the RTA generally gives 
a new route a year trial period. 


"It's very close now and we foresee 


no problems, the number of riders on 
the Wheeling route shows the contin- 
ued growth of this line," he said. 


The RTA, which finances NOR- 


TRAN, is studying a proposal to ex- 
pand bus service hours late this sum- 
mer to include weeknights and week- 
ends. Buses now run only on week- 
days. 


THE REGIONAL bus service re- 


places the Wheeling community bus 
system that had served only village 
shopping centers and subdivisions. It 
also included routes to the Milwaukee 
Road train station in Northbrook and 
a connection to a NORTRAN route to 
the Golf Mill Shopping Center in 
Niles. 


The route begins at Milwaukee Ave- 


nue and Dundee Road, proceeds west 
on Dundee Rod to Buffalo Grove 
Road, then south to Hintz Road and 
east to Elmhurst Road. The bus then 
travels south to the Randhurst Shop- 
ping Center and the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. stations in Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. The route 


is reversed in the evening.
